VERY tripper by the banks of the Seine must 
have noticed, between the ruins of Jumieges 
and those of Saint-Wandrille, the. curious lit- 

le feudal castle of the Malaquis, proudly seatel on 
ts rock in mid-river. A bridge connects it with the 
oad. 
ith the granite that bears it, a huge block detached 
rom a mountain-top and flung where it stands by 
me formidable convulsion. Alt around, the calm 
ater of the broad stream rirples among the reeds 
nd water-wagtails perch trembling on the top of

The history of the Malaquis is as rough as its name, 

s harsh as its outlines, and consists of endless fights, 
ieges, assaults, sacks and massacres. Stories are 
told in the Caux District, late at night, with a shive, 
of the crimes committed there. Mysterious legend 
are conjured up. There is talk of a famous under- 
ground passage that led to the Abbey of Jumieges and 
to the manor-house of Agres-Sore.. 

This erstwhile haunt of heroes and robbers is now 
occupied by Baron Nathan Cahorn, or Baron Satan, 
as he used to be called on the Bourse, where he made 
his fortune a little too suddenly. The ruined owners 
of the Malaquis had to sell the abode of their an- 
cestors to him. for a song. Here he installed his 
wonderful collections of pictures and furniture, of 
pottery and carved wood. He lives here alone, with 
three old servants. No one ever enters the doors. 
No one has ever beheld, in the setting of these an- 
cient halls, his three Rubens, his two Watteaus, his 
pulpit carved by Jean Goujon, and all the other mar- 
vels snatched by force of money from before the 
eyes of the richest frequenters of the public sale- 
rooms. 


IN FEAR FOR. TREASURES.

Money Waiting in Bank to Be 
Used for Buildings at 
Tulsa. 





TULSA, I. T., Aug. 31.—At a meeting 
of the synod of-Indian Territory of the 


Presbyterian Church, which will be treld 
in Wynnewood the first of October, 
seven additional trustees to Henry 
Kendall College will be elected and 
plans completed for the buildings to be 
erected in Tulsa, which recently se- 
cured this school from Musaogee. 

To secure this college Tulsa gave a 
site of 20 acres and $100,000, a large part 
of which money is lying in local banks’ 
for use whenever needed. 

The plan is to erect 12 buildings, three 
of which will be put up the present 
year. These will be an administration 
hali and two dormitories, to cost about ft 
$100,000. 

The college grounds are situated two 
miles east of the city on a high plateau. 
which commands a view of the Arkan- 
sas Valley for miles. Street cars run 
part of the way now, and the line will 
be completed as soon as building .opera- 
tions commence, 

Henry Kendall College starts off with 
a productive endowment of $150,000 in 
property in Muskogee with a pledge 
from the Presbyterian Mission Board of 
support during the first four years of 
the existence of the college in Tulsa. 

School will be held in temporary quar- 
ters downtown while the. buildings are 
being erected, the local board of -trus- 
tees having contracted for buildings to 
be put up on the Presby@rian Church 
grounds.

ever a woman does that is higher and 
“more ambitious than the mere act of 
flinging herself down at the feet of 
man and allowing him to walk over her, 
makes her, in man's opinion, unworthy 
of his considerathlon as a wortnan; and 
hie fits the appellation ‘unsexed’ to’ her 
With an easy callousness which is as 
unmanly as it is despicable.’’ 

Not So in America. 

That is what Miss Corelli charges to 
be woman's situation in the English- 
speaxing world today: — 

To this the American author-lawyer 
offers in rebuttal: 

“Miss Corelli states that. the men 
think ‘the woman who paints a great 
picture is: ‘unsexed;’ the woman who 
writes a great book is ‘unsexcd;’ in 
fact, whatever a woman does that ‘is 
higher and more ambitious than the 
mere act of flinging herself at the feet 
of man and allowing him to walk over 
her, makes her, in man’s opinion, un- 
Worthy of his consideration as a woman,’ 
ofe., and she atso says in her inter- 
view that ‘a great majority of the men 
of the present day want women to keep 
them.’ 

“Thanks to our independence, we 
Americans do not recognize these ‘men’ 
of whom She is speaking. We have 
never been introduced to tyem; have 
never met them, or if we did we did 
not recognize the species, it being so en- 
tirely different from our own noble 
American manhood. He must be ex- 
clusively a native of English soil, or if 
he does venture on this side, he finds 
his surrounding so different; his recep- 
tion so exceedingly chilly (at least where 
he expresses such sentiments) that he 
wonders why he came to a country 
where the liberty and freedom in the 
very air he breathes, chokes, stifies and 
strangles him. He finds it impossible to 
become acclimated and is soon attacked 
with that most dreadful of all maladies, 
homesickness. 


Americans Admire Brave Women. 
“Our American man, on hearing the 


expression of such sentiments, would 
straighten his shoulders, clench his fists 
‘and, with electric sparks of indignation 
fiashing from hie eyes, would say: 

““*You may mae such a statement 
about the women ef your own country, 
biit not about the American g¢irl—not in 
my presence. The little _.oman who 
buckles on the armor of chywrage, with 
the -helmet of decision, the »treastplate 
of willpower and the sword*~of deter- 
mination, is one of the noblest institu- 
tions of our country, and every broad, 
stanch American man will take off 
his hat to her in admiration and in 
reverence.” 

“if he thought her ‘unsexed’'—I hate 
the term, because to me it sounds 
cowardiy—he would not so persistently 
seek her hand in marriage, and would 
not always be falling at her feet, as 
it were, and beg for the right to pro- 
tect and shield her from the rough edges 
and hard Knocks of a business life. 

“Take our statistics, if you will, and 
you will find the chances of the gir! 
who ‘does something’—it may be she 
paints a great picture, or it may be 
she stands behind the notion counter 
all day—are far greater to enter the 
matrimonial state than those of the 
giris who sit listlessly and idly at heme. 
Whiling away the hours in useless and 
oftentimes injudious pastimes.

On ‘he first day of New 
Jrthodox Jews go to “Tashlick’’ after 
enjoying their dinners with their famti- 
lies. This ceremony consists in empty- 
ing one’s pockets into a river or lake. ¢ 
The custom originated not later than 
the fourteenth century in Germany, and 
is said to be based in the Hebrew 
vei e: “Thou willt cast all their sins 
{ato the depths of the sea.”’ According 
to other authorities it is said to be a 
tribute to the Creator. 

Recognition of Creator. 

They say that as the watcrs Saw the 
creation of the world and as New Year 
is the anniversary of creation, ‘‘Tash- 
lick’’ is a tribute to the Creator, a sign 
that the Jews have not forgotten him. 
Inf St. Louis the Jews use the Missis- 
sippi for their “‘Tashlick,’’ in New York 
the Brooklyn and Manhattan bridges are 
used by them. 

Nine days after New Year comes 
Atonetnent Day or Yom Kippur. This is 
the most important of Jewish holidays. 
It is the darkest of fasts. No Jew over 
13 vears of age is supposed to eat, 
drink, or even wash. and comb for 24 
hours, or the length of Atonement Day. 
Of course the younger generation even 
among the Orthodox Jews do not ob- 
serve this as strictly as the older gener- 
ation. Those who do not eat or drink 
bon Yom Kippur wash and comb their 
hair and dress in their holiday gar- 
ments. 

The day before Yom Kippur the Jews 
bring a sacrifice called ‘‘Kaporroth.”’ 
This is’ the nearest approach to the 
sacrifices which were used by the Jews 
in the days of their glory. While in 
those days prescribed animals were 
used in sacrifices, in these days the 
“Kaporroh” consists either of a hen or 
@ rcoster. Women use hens, men use 
roosters. The fowl is swung overhead 
while a prayer is said and is offered as 
a sacrifice for the person bringing it. 
As the penalty of sin is death and as 
each person acknowledges himself or 
herself a sinner, the fowl is killed in- 
stead of the person using it. The well- 
to-do give these fowls to the poor, and 
the poor eat them. 

Cerewony Picturesque. 

Another picturesque but roystie cus- 
tom is the bringing of candles to the 
Fynagogue. Every one brings candles 
that will burn for 24 hours. The origin 
of this custom is regarded by various 
writers in various ways. Some say the 
candles are placed there in order to 
furnish ample light to those who pray 
the whole night. preceding Yom Kip- 
pur, Others say it to make light 
for the souls of the dead relatives of 
those who place the candles in the 
synagogue. 

The Orthodox Jews eat their¢last meal 
at sundown the day before the ‘“‘sho- 
far’’ sounds the following sundown. 
They wear white garments in the syn- 
agogue and remain in their socks 
while they pray. Hay is strewn over 
the floors of synagogues for the occa- 
sions.

With the passage of Yom Kippur 
heome the merrier festivities. These 
comprise eight days and ure called by ' 
the general name of ‘‘Suckoth,”’ or’The 
Feast of Harvest and Tabernacle. This 
festivity is divided into various parts, 
each one called by a different name. 
While the Suckoth celebrations last 
eight days, four of them ray be re- 
garded as werking days. No work, ac- 
cording to Orthodox traditions, may be 
performed in the first two days, ner 
in the last two days. 

It is said that this has been so ar- 
ranged for the benefit of the poor who 
may be unable to stay away from 
work for eight consecutive days. In 
olden days “Suskoth"’ was one of the 
holidays when every pious Jew had to 
make a pilgrimage to Jerusalem. For 
this holiday was also a Thanksgiving 
festival when Jews used to return 
thanks for the crops. While they 
do not thank for crops now they 
wtill regard ‘“‘Suckoth” as a thanks- 
giving occasion.

Found Model at Dinner. 
The story ef how the late sculptor 


found this Mary Cunningham, the Irish 
born waitress whose face is soon to 
become familiar to every one who looks 
at a United States penny, is interesting. 
He was on a vacation trip, months 
after he had been commissioned by the 
Government to select the design for the 
new issue of coins. He had seated him- 
self at a table in a small Vermont 
hotel. > 

“My model!’ The great sculptor sat 
back in his chair. He gazed enthusi- 
astically at the wondrous serving maid 
who was bringing him his plate of veg- 
etable soup. 

Summed up in her, his artist’s eye 
caught everything—the classic profile, 
the absolutely pure features which the 
Greeks once loved, the curving lips, the 
correct nose, the spjendid ferehead; the 
Well-set eyes. He Knew he had found 
what he had sought so long—the pertect 
face for the new set of coins. And she 
merely a waitress! 

But what cared the sculptor for that? 
' He wanted a model—in fact, he was in 
sore distress for one. And here she 
was, serving soup and asking im 
whether he’d have beef or cnicken in 
the little-ceuntry town of Cornish, near 
Windsor, Vt., where the artist used to 
spend his summers. 

Saint Gaudens forgot his meal. “All he 
cared about was that he had found the 
ideal face. 

It Had Been Long Search, 

This was a year and a half ago. It

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MISS MARY CUNNINGHAM, 
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the face from which to make models—, 

h, that Was another story! He searched 
high and low. There was plenty of 
pretty girls—oceans of them, but what 
he wanted was a purely classic face. 
Models came and went—they wouldn't 
do. He could not find the one he 
wanted. And then came that chance 
mea] and-—the waitress who served it! 

But the mere fact that Saint Gaudens 
wanted Mary Cunningham to pose for 
her profile did not make the thing pos- 
sible at all. The waitress demurred. 
She did not want to be a sculptor’s 
model; she had never done anything 
of the kind. She would rather wait on 
table. 

And then the sculptor had to plead— 
he, who could have many a society 
woman to pose for him for the coins 
merely for the asking! He pointed our 
to Mary Cunningham that she owed a 
duty to the country.

The $10 gold piece or eagle has the 
Same ideal head and headdress, and a 
band around the headdress and the 
word ‘“‘Liberty’’ upon it. There are 13 
stars around the head and the date, 1907, 
underneath. On the obverse side is a 
standing eagle, with a bunch of darts, 
representing war and peace in one 
talon and an olive branch in the other.

Illinois Farmer Sank in River Before 
Sons’ Eyes and Hasn’t

F. Louis Soldan, superintendent of 
public schools, just returned from a 
two months’ trip abroad, thinks. the 
school systems of three European coun- 
tries excel the system in St. Louls, ex- 
cept in the primary branches.

“In France, Germany and Switzer- 
land,”’ Prof. Soldan told:a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Saturday, ‘‘an almost incredible 
amount of thought is devoted to ‘educa- 
tional matters. All the school houses 
there are beautiful and completely 
equipped. They have larger géneral 
playgrounds than we have here, and 
each school has it gymnasium in which 
boys and girls receive physical training 
from competent instructors. 


School on Sundays. 
‘When a boy leaves school at the 


age of 14 and enters a trade, he is re- 
quired for three years to attend school 
in the evenings, and, in some places, 
Sunday mornings. His education is ad- 
justed to meet the needs of his trade. 
Arithmetic, the elements of geometry 
and the elements of bookkeeping are 
usually taught. 

“In primary education our schools 
compare favorably, I think I may safely 
say, with the best in Europe. The 
school curriculum in the secondary—cor- 
responding to our high schools—covers 
much more time than here. Some boys 
have an eight hour school day. 

“The government enconrages indirect- 
ly higher education by requiring it for 
every government position—even forest- 
ry &nd the postoffice, for instance. No 





man can enter law there without a sec- 
ondary and university education, and 








the university course is in four years, 
University graduates are favored in the} 
army service. They are required to! 
serve only one year, whereas the usual 
service is three years. 

Youths Long Denendent. 

“In consequence of this, whoever can 
afford to take a secondary and uni- 
versity education do@@ 50. The number 
of graduates far exceeds the demand 
for graduates, and the Government on 
that account requires applicants for 
positions to serve several years in un- 
salaried positions. The effect of this 
ie to make the young man dependent 
for a much greater time than here upon 
the family. 

“An innovation there is the opening 
of the universities to young women. 
This, I beheve, is in large part due to 
the American example. All over Europe 
what are called ‘women’s gymnazia,’ 
where preparatory ‘Latin courses for 
the universities are taught, are spring- 
ing up. 

“They excel us absolutely in the 
schools for industrial education. Schools 
for weavers, for example, teach the 
chemistry of dyeing, the mechanical 
properties of fibres, and the designing 
of patterns. They consider industrial 
education as important) as literary 
education, and every branch of it is pro- 
vided for. , 

Actual Demands Met, 

“All through Europe the 
government adjusts the schools 
economic conditions—to the actual de- 
mands of everyday life. Not only do 
they provide culture and the humani- 
ties, but they watch the commercial 
situation. They are always feeling the 
public pulse.”’ 

Prof. Soldan was accompanied by his 
wife and daughter.

Gov. Folk’s authorized interview,

“You ask—What is a Democrat? 

“A Democrat is one who believes in 
Democratic ideas. By Democratic ideas 
I mean those principles embraced in the 


axiom ‘equal rights to all; special privi- 


leges to none.’ 


“This maxim of Jefferson’s expresses 
every essential element of true Democ- 
racy. It means the destruction of 
special privileges in every form, and 
giving to all men the equal right that 
belongs to each—the fair and equal op- 
portunity of each and every man to 
live and labor upon the earth that God 
has given to all, and to enjoy unre- 
stricted and untrammelled the fruits 
of honest toil. 

All Power in the People. 

“A Democrat believes that all govern- 
mental power is, vested in and derived 
from the people; that it is founded upon 


their will only, and that government is 
intended to promote the welfare of all 
by giving security to.life, liberty and 
the enjoyment of the gains of honest 
industry. ' 

“Your second question as to what will 
be the paramount Issues in the coming 
campaign is one that I cannot answer.

“Until unfair tariff privileges are erad- 
icat the trust question can never be 
settied\ It is wel] enough to prosecute 
trusts, and it is better still to put some 
of the héads of trusts in stripes for vio- 
lating the law, but it is hardly prac- 
tleable to attempt to suppress the trusts

“They feed on a monopoly creating 
tariff.

Raliroads 
obtain their charters from the States; 
they live by virtue of State laws. 

“Yet they seem unwilling to trust the 
people of the States and create an un- 
necessary antagonism by their efforts 
to obtain all of the benefit of State 
laws that may confer privileges upon 
them, and.refusing obedience to State 
laws regulating their conduct within the 
State. . 

“I believe that the people of the 
States may be safely depended upon to 
treat railroads and all other interests 
fairly. If they ,gannot, then our entire 
theory of government is wrong. If the 
people of the States cannot be trusted 
to enact valid laws with respect to cor- 
porations, by what process of reason- 
ing can it be assumed that they have 
the capacity to legislate for the indi- 
vidual citizen? 

Cannot Find a Corporation. 


“If one were to hunt for a corpora- 
tion he could not find it; he would 
simply find individuals exercising char- 
ter powers conferred by a State. If 
the States are competent to enact laws 
as to these individuals they are just 
as competent to legislate concerning all 
of them aggregated under the form 
and Jegal fiction of a corporation. 

“If they are incapable of dealing fair- 
ly with individuals chartered as cor- 
porations they would be just as un- 
trustworthy in legislating relating to 
individual action. 


“I believe they are as competent in 
one instance as in the other, and they 
would no more knowingly deal unjustly 
with a dozen men acting as a corpora- 
tion than they would with one man in 
his private capacity. 

“The States create these corporations; 
shall they be denied control of the'r 
creatures? If a State is good enough 
to give a corporation life and good 
enough for it to operate In and to make 
money in, it should be good enough 
to make iaws regulating the conduct 
of that corporation within the State.

NEW \ YORK, Aug. 31.—Women 
screaming. and fainting, police battling 
with a hysterical mob, Prince Wilhelm, 
the Crown of Sweden,

Hours before the arrival of the royal 
visitor the crowd had begun to gather.

A New and Practical Sun Dial--An Amphibious Au tomobile—Main Stairs Fire Escapes—How Japan Is 
Using Water Power—Everglades Will Soon Be Reclaimed. 





An Improved Sun Dial. ~~ 
In modern use the sundial is chiefly an ornament, 
as the ordinary instrument requires troublesome 
calculation to show anything like true time and it 
can be consulted only during hours of sunshine. The 
photo-hellometer shown at the late soiree of the 
London Royal Seciety is an improved sundial, giving 
direct time readings with sufficient precision for 
regulating common clocks and watches. It consists 
essentially of a ball-and-socket stand for adjust- 
ments In latitude and level, an hour circle which can 
slide round to follow the apparent motion of the 
sun, and a@ year circle on which are engraved the 
Greenwich mean time is indicated when 
the hour circle is moved so that the spot of light 
coming through an upper screen falls on the central 
line. The year circle is turned to indicate the cur- 
rent day and month, and @ eam or curved plate on 
its under side automatically applies the necessary 
corrections. 


Land and Water Auto. 

The amphibious automobile of M. Ravailifer, 
Parisian engineer, has a boat hull body with a 
space for the chains operating the rear wheels, is 
mounted on axles passing through water-tight 
tubes, has a@ screw propeller and a rudder in addition 
to the four wheels, and is driven by a 2-horsepower 
motor. It has the speed-changing, reversing and 
other features of the ordinary autemobile. In water 
it is operated like any boat, and its motor wheels 
take it up banks with a slope of not more than 15 
per cent, while a tackle and windlass pull it up 
steeper inclines, 
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A Sensible Fire-Escape. 

To go down the ordinary external fire-escape lad- 
der one has to be more or less of an acrebat and 
possess unusually strong nerves and sinews; nearly 
all such fire escapes are placed where in a.severe 
fire they are likely to become fred hot and useless, 
and, in nine cases out of ten, are so located as to 
be mere or less inaccessible. The International So- 
ciety of Building Inspectors is making an effort to 
have cities incorporate in their building requirements 
a rule that will give every structure a safe and 
positive fire escape. The main stairs, it is argued, 
is the most natural means of egress to which péeple 
will turn in a moment of need; therefore, it is con- 
tended, the main stairs of every builaing should be 
made absolutely incombustible, should be ineélosed 
in fireproof inclosures, elther walls of brick or tile or 
screens of .steel wire glass, and have self-closing 
doors at evéry landing.

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RAILWAY MOTORS LOOKING UP. 
Successful trials of electric railway motors on 
Western roads confirm the Pennsylvania’s tests 
and make more certain the announcement of a 
new era in transportation. It will be many a day 
before steam generally gives place to electricity 
in the railroad system, but in a decade the motor 
will undoubtedly be common. 

The Pennsylvania system’s ten-million-dollar 
Susquehanna dam for the exclusive development 
of power for motors upon its lines is not proceed- 
ing upon mere guesswork of the motor’s practica- 
bility to replace the old coal-fed engines; nor is 
the order for 18 motors for the Union Pacific.

Japan Utilizing ng Water Power. 
“according to recent reports,” says the Electrical 
Review (New York), “it appears that the Japanese 
Government intends to have erected a system of 
hydraulic plants of great size in the region of Tokyo, 
and will deliver no less than 100,000-horsepower when 
fully completed. The plants are to be installed and 
operated by an Anglo-vapanese company, who have 
already been granted the necessary concessions for 
beginning the work. There are several falls lying 
within 100 miles of Tokyo which the company intends 
to utilize in order to secure the amount of power 
which is needed. A number of power-tranamission 


nunYber of other cities and large towns lying within 
the radius. Owing to the high price of coal in Japan 
the plant will be operated under the best conditions 
and will no doubt be well patronized. The total ex- 
pense of the proposed system will be no less than 
$10,000,000 aecerding to the plans which the company 
have already drawn up.” 


To Reclaim the Everglades. 

Evidently the way to reclaim the Everglades is to 
cut through the edges of the rock trough and let the 
surplus water run out into the ocean. That is what 
the State of Florida is now doing. The first canal, 
beginning at New River, for three miles is to be cut 
through rock, and then dredged through the muck 
to the lake. Several thousand acres are expected 
to be ready for settlement by December. Six large 
dredges are to be set at work within two years. The 
gefieral plan is to cut outlets through the rock rim 
to the rivers running into the Atlanti¢e, and from the 
Caloosahatchie to the gulf; then to run half a dozen 
parallel canals north and south, with laterals run- 
ning through them. 

The importance of the enterprise, says the Chicago 
Inter Ocean, is that this is the most southerly body 
of arable land in the mainland of the United States, 
well adapted when drained to sugar cane, which will 
there reproduce itself without replanting for seven 
to twenty years. The Manufactu "eeneee of 
Baltimore figures that on 600,000 acres of this land 
the 2,250,000 tons of sugar now imported from non- 
American countries Gould be produced. There is 
every prospect that within a few years the Bver- 
glades, the scene of our longest and most obstinate

Some Counties Have Failed to Act 
on Plans for High- 
ways. 





The State Highway Engineer has de- 
cided that the three State highways, 
which are planned to connect St. Louis 
and Kansas City will each have a right- 
of-way 60 feet wide. 

The macadam re@ad bed will be, 16 feet 
wide. The depth of the ma cadém pav- 
ing in the center of the road will be 10 
inches, and it will taper down to seven 
inches depth at the /two sides. 

It is planned that/two of these high- 
ways will be north of the Missouri Riv- 
er and one south of it. he routes have 
not been definitely determined. 

Each céunty through which a road 
passes must pay the cost of the road 
through it, with’ some aid from a road 
fund voted by the last Legislature. 

Some of the counties through which It 
is proposed to put the roads have sig- 
nified a willingness to pay the expenses, 
but others have taken no action. 

The State Highway Engineer and the 
State Board of Agriculture are working 
on the project.

LONDON, Aug. 31.—A freak break- 
fast, such as Harry Lehr might have 
invented for a Newport hostess, will 
form one of the great scenes in the 
Drury Lane autumn drama, that stand- 
ing theatrical feature, which is sup- 
posed to be a melodramatic epitome of 
some ‘ial phenomenon of the day. 
This year it is called “The Sins of 
Society,”” and is founded on Father 
Bernard Vaughan's diatribes against 
the smart set. 

Cecil Raleigh, the author of the play, 
tells the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
that he got the freak breakfast idea 
from the weird entertainments given by 
American’ society hostesses. 

“The scene,” he says, ‘will be the 
first one in the third act. A dozen 
society people will sit down holding in 
their arms the toy dogs, elaborately 
dressed.

Was Born in St. Louts, 

Father Meyer was born In St. Louis 
in 1841 and was baptized in the. old 
Cathedral on Walnut street, the only 
Catholic Church then in St. Loufts. 

Father Meyer stood at a window of 
the St. Louis University yesterday and 
looked out upon Grand avenue. ‘ 

‘‘There,” he said, “right along ‘that 
road my father drove me in 1856.

Father Meyer has a pecullarly geti- 
tle manner and a kindly smile, which 
reminds one very much of Cardinal 
Satolli.

That is why he waa 
selected for the difficult work of or- 
ganizin the scattered Jesuit mis- 
sions at Amorios into provinces. He 
told youtarday of the work he had 
accomplished. 

It ie the policy of the Jesuits to 
have each country in the world divid- 
ed into provinces, with a provinctal 
superior at the head of each. But 
upon the continent of North Amer ca 
there were only three provinces, that 
of Maryland-New York and that of 
Missouri. Each contained many states. 
Outside of these two provinces were 
several missions dependent upon prov- 
inces in Euro There was the M'‘s- 
sion of New Orleans, dependent upon 
the French province of Lyons, and the 
Canadian ission, dependent upon a 
French province; and the Mission of 
Buffalo, dependent upon and helped by 
a province in Germany: and the two 
missions of the Rocky Mountains and 
of California, both dependent upon tne 
province of Turin, Italy.

All of these caused no end of con- 
fusion, and the lack of harmony hin- 
dered the progress of the order Im 
America,

Will Be Finest Building of Its 
Kind Ever Erected in 
the West. 





WOMEN AID IN WORK

The new Liederkranz Club, Grand 
and Magnolia avenues, is nearly com- 
pleted and the furniture is being 
placed for the dedication Sept. 28, when 
there will be a program of impressive 
ceremonies, musical selections and 
speeches, followed by a brilliant social 
reception for the members of the club 
and their families. Arrangements will 
be made for about 2000 persons. 

The club house has been carefully 
planned in detail and has every com- 
fort, luxury and modern convenience. 
The cost, with equipment is estimated 
at $175,000. The main building is 120 
by 130 feet and is 50 feet high in front 
and 80 feet in the rear over the stage. 

The building ig a three-story struc- 
ture of pressed brick with white stone 
trimmings. The main entrance is two 
flights of stone steps 32 feet long. A 
vestibule extends the length of the 
steps and from it open the first-floor 
billiard, card and refreshment rooms, 
with small tables. There will be a 
buffet under the marble stairs, where 
light lunch will be served, behind this 
is the bar, and on one side is the main 
dining room, which is 44 by 80 feet, and 
on the other side the palm room, 3 by 
65 feet, connecting, with the out-of-door 
garden, 80 by 200 feet. 

Ths kitchen has been planned to have 
a serving capacity for 1000 persons, 
more than: many of the large hotels are 
prepared to accommodate at one time, 
and is 48 by 56 feea in size. There are 
three separate refrigérators, immense 
coal and gas ranges, steam. tables and 
big dishwashing machines. <A _ locker- 
room off the kitchen is provided for the 
convenience of the day help. 

“ There are four bowling alleys of the 
most approved style in the basement. 
Largest Private Stage. 

A fan system of heating and ventilat- 
ing has been installed and fresh air is 
drawn into tempering coils anu then 
forced into the rooms. wrne plant is 
guaranteed to heat the entire building 
in 30 minutes to a temperature of 70 
degrees in ‘‘zero’’ weather. 

Also opening from the main vestibule 
12-foot white marble steps lead to the 
second flogr rotunda from which opens 
the most important feature of the 
building, the mammoth concert hall, 
having an expanse of 80x1l10 feet, in- 
cluding 22-foot wings on each side, 

The stage on the east side and facing 
the main entrance, is the second largest 
‘fn the city and is 34x65 feet. The stage 
at the Odeon Theater is the exception. 

The acoustic properties ot the hall are 
said to be scientifically perfect. Espe- 
cial attention was given to this detail 
and it is said that a whisper on the 
stage can be heard distinctly in any 
part of the hall. The ceiling is orna- 
mented plaster in eliptical form.. 

No lights will be visible in this hall, 
a diffused reflection from innumerable 
incandescent lamps by means of mirrors 
will be the unique means employed in 
lighting the room. 

A space in the concert hall, 66x80 
feet, lowered about six inches, win serve 
as the dancing floor. Spacious lounging 
rooms open from the foyer and rotunua 
which cover 34x56 feet of space, and 
practically form a promenade around 
the hall. 

The ladies’ reception, reading and re- 
tiring rooms are on the second floor 
and will be furnished in appropriate 
style with the white enameled wood- 
‘work. : 

The third floor is divided into special 
banqueting rooms, smoking rooms, card 
and rehearsal rooms and a suite for the 
steward and separate single rooms for 
servants, on either side of the hall, 
which overlooks the well of the concert 
hall. | 

Special provision has been made for 
-the accommodation of the members for 
musical practice. There will be six 
grand pianos in as many rooms for the 
use of the musicians. An _ alcove, 
_ gereened with palms and ferns, has been 
 previded for an orchestra in the main 
dining room: Every detail for the com- 
fort of the music-loving members has 
been considered. 

The Liederkranz Club dates back to 
November, 1870, when a male chorus 
began to study vocal music under a 
director. “Commodore” Ferdinand Her- 
old was the first president. The first 
concert given in what was then the 
Liederkranz Club at the corner of Thir- 
teenth and Chouteau avenue, was Dec. 


22, 1880. 
Women Are Active. 

The Liederkranz Club is unique in the 
fact that the privileges of the organiza- 
tion extends to the families of the mem- 
bers. It is known as a club for the 

enjoyment of music and sociable pleas- 
ure,

The work 
was done by Helfensteller, Hirsch’ & 
Watson, contractors. The cornerstone 
was laid July 4, 1906. 

The program for the dedication exer- 
cises has not heen completed, but elab- 
orate plans are being made for the en- 
tertainment of the members. and their 
families. The Symphony Orchestra has 
been engaged to furnish the musical 
part of the entertainment, and there 
will be speeches by prominent St. Louis- 
ans and a chorus of 150 mixed voices 
is in practice under Director Stempf.

Stones Shot Through Tube to Top 
of Two Hundred and Forty- 








Six-Foot Steeple. 





The highest spire in St. Louis is be- 
ing raised by_the highest derrick in the 
world on St. Liborius’ Roman Catholic 
Church at North Market and Hogan 
streets. Its pinnacle will soar 246 feet 


above the ground. The derrick, which 
has lifted its 890 tons of stone- into 
place, goes 270 feet into space. 

The architect and builder of this mod- 
ern monolith says it is the first grille- 
work spire in America, the entire stee- 
ple being constructed of stone lattice, 
giving free play to the heavy winds. 
The architectural beauty is impres- 











Engineering applications in the con- 
Struction of the spire are novel if not 
entirely new, says Joseph Conradi, 2420 
Thomas street, who designed and built 
the steeple. 

Air Has Done the Work. 

Every piece of stone used in the 
Steeple has been cut at the base of 
the tower by compressed air and hoist- 
ed by this agency to the several stag- 
ings of the work. 

Pneumatic tubing is carried up the 
derrick to the-successive stages. Stones 
weighing 50 pounds have been shot 
through these tubes to the workmen 
above and held in place by the force 
of the air until removed from the 
tubes. 

The spire ts 
of its pinnacle. Space for only three 
workmen remains. Two days more. 
there will be room for only two work- 
men. When the last stone is placed 
several steeplejacks will be employed 
in crowning the spire with its. steel 
cap, 17 feet high.

“The next morning,”’ said Runyan, “I 
took $2000 out of the cash drawer, called 
a messenger and handed him the money 
with a note to the National Park Bank 
people.

“Oxford is really made up of 21 col- 
leges,’’ Blodgett said. ‘“‘Each college 
is a dormitory and club house for the 
students, and some of them which are 
attended by young English bloods, are 
so expensive as to be beyond the reach 
of a man of moderate means. Others 
are less costly, but all of them im- 
pose heavy expenses. If a scholarship 
winner is careful he can pull through 
on the $1300 provided by Mr. Rhodes 
for each year.

They Work in Vacation, 

“The colleges map out the courses of 
study and expect the men to follow 
them. More: work is to be done in va- 
cation than in termtime, which is char- 
acteristic of the English sysiem.. The 
university conducts the examinations, 
and that at the end of the three years 
covers ail the ground gone over in the 
curriculum. 

“I was in Wadham College, which was 
founded in 1609. The other colleges are 
as old, for the most part, and the 
crumbling ivy-clad walls, the atmo- 
sphere of learning and study, the tra- 
ditions that hang about the place and 
its historic associations, do much to en- 
courage learning, in my opinion. It is a 
distinct advantage. I think Oxford is 
the most beautiful spot in the world. 

“I took my examination in my juntor 
year at Columbia University in 1904, and 
went to Oxford in the fall of that year. 
My application for admission to a col- 
lege was through the Rhodes agent at 
Oxford. Even if one can prove his fit- 
ness in an educational way to enter 
one of these colleges, he may be turned 
down summarily, just as an application 
for membership in a club would be. 
The colleges are, in fact, clubs and have 
their own rowing crews and athletic 
events. 

Athletics Are Popular. 

One of the admirable things about Ox- 

ford is the sportsman like athletic spir- 





it. The men go into contests not pri- 
marily to win, but to enjoy the sport. | 
I paid more attention to rowing than | 
to anything else, and had the sixth oar, 
in the Wadham eight. The great ath- 
letic event of the year is the week de- 
voted to the “‘bumping” races, in which 
the boats are lined along a course on 
the Thames, each trying to put its 
bow against the stern of the boat pre- 
ceding.

There are no reci- 
tations. The instructors lecture on 
certalysubjects and expect the men 
to supplement that with reading and 
study.

BUSINESS PROFITABLE 


License Collections Show That 
Heavy Expenses Are More 
Than Met. 


St. Louls has found a new and cheap 
form of amusement in cinematograph, 
or moving picture shows, and proprie- 
tors of the exhibitions declare that they 
have a regular clientele, which attends 
the display of new films with the Tegu- 
larity of theatrical first-nighters.~ 

The pictures shown on canvas fram 
rolls of films, sometimes as much as 
1000 feet long, displaying 12,000 pictures 
in from fifteen to twenty minutes, are 
dramatic or comic. They are no§ of 
the objectionable character often seen 
in the pennyodeons. For the most part 
they represent foreign scenes and 
events, and the proprietors of the ex- 
hibitions claim an educational value for 
them. 

The more pretentious moving picture 
theaters charge 10 cents admission and 
have one or two singers whose senti- 
mental songs are illustrated with tinted . 
slides. Smaller places, dotted over St. 
Louls, from Carondelet to Baden, and 
from the-downtown district to Wells- 
ton and De Hodiamont, charge 6 cents, 
and are crowded nightly with men, 
women and children, the last predomi- 
nating. 

A month's license costs the showman 
$25, a year’s Heense $15 Rent for the 
films is $20 for 1000 feet one week, and 
he usually employs a singer, “‘spleler,” 
ticket taker and operator fer the mov- 
ing picture device at salaries ranging 
from $10 to $14 a week. In addition to 
this, he pays rent. As his income is 6 
cents for each person in the audience, it 
can be seen what crowds must be at- 
tracted to make the venture pay. 

That it does pay is shown by the ret- 
ords of the License Collector's office, 
where it is said that from twenty-five to 
thirty men are exhibiting moving pic- 
ture shows. The license Is general, cov- 
ering several forms of exhibitions, and 
the exact number cannot be stat 
Half a dozen new moving picture shows, 
some in tents, have been opened within 
the past ten days in St. Louis, so rapid- 
ly is the popularity of this fo of 
amusement increasing. 

F. L. Talbot, the head of a syndicate 
which rents films to 26 moving picture 
shows, says that the profits from the ex- 


ing the summer that many outsiders 
have been encouraged to open shows. 
He is planning’ one in the heart of the 
retall business district.

‘bill’ for the past week has been

Temporary injunctions restrainng the

Circuit Judge Ryors. The officers of 
the clubs were cited to appear in court 
Thursday and show cause why the tem- 
porary order shall not be made per- 
manent. 

Applications for Injunctions against 
the New Era ciunting and Fishing Club 
at 6600 Delmar avenue, the Creve Coeur 
Lake Sailing Club at the foot of the 
hill at Creve Coeur Lake, and the St. 
Louis County Gunning, Boating, Fish- 
ing and Hunting Club at the top of the 
hill at Creve Coeur Lake were made by 
Assistant Attorney John Kennish and 
Prosecuting Attorney Johnston to Pro- 
bate Judge Wurdeman, who has the 
power to sign injunctions in the ab- 
gence of the Circuit Judge.. 

Prebate Judge Wurdeman issued in- 
junctions last night against the New 
Era Hunting and Fishing Club at 6600 
Delmar avenue and the St. Louis County 
Gunning, Boating, Hunting and Fish- 

ing Club at Creve Coeur Lake. 

The injunctions issued by Judge Ryors 
and Judge Wurdeman will put the lid en 
all the clubs in St. Louis County Sun- 
day with the exception of the Creve 
Coeur Lake Sailing Club. The applica- 
tion for an injunction against this club 
was not prepared in time to present to 
either Judge last night. 

Worked .s.ard on Papers. 

Kennish and Johnston worked all the 
afternoon preparing petitions against 
the lid-lifting organizations. At 4:30 p. 
m. they apepared in court and asked 
for injunctions against the Belmont, 
Lafayette Park and Ramona Lake 
Clubs. Judge Ryors granted the tem- 
porary restraining orders immediately, 
and the papers were placed in the hands 
of the Sheriff for service. 

Sheriff Herpel served the injunction 
personally on the Ramona Park Club; 
Deputy Sheriff Olderworth served the 
injunctions on the clubs at West End 
Heights and Meramec Highlands, and 
Deputy Clarence Campbell was held in 
readiness to serve irijunctions of grant- 

"ed by Judge Wurdeman against other 
clubs. 

»if the service was obtained all the 
id clubs in St. Louis County were to 
be closed Sunday, unless the proprie- 
tors cure to take the chance of going to 
jail for contempt of court. 

Same as Gumbert’s Case, 

The same course was pursued against 
these clubs as in the case against the 
Louisiana Club, controlled by Mark 

Gumberts. In the petitions against the 
Belmont and Lafayette Park clubs it 
is charged that they were chartered in 
St. Louis in 1888 and have no right to 
transact any business outside of the 
eity of St. Louis. BA, 

The Belmont Club moved to the coun- 
_,ty in May, 1906, and the Lafayette Park 
Club followed a year later. 

It is charged against these, and all 
other clubs against which injunctions 
Were applied for, that they are violat- 
ing their charters by selling lquors 
_ promiscuously and illegally and that 
they are a public nuisance and a menace 
to public morals. 

The charters of the two clubs at Creve 
Coeur Lake and Ramona Park were 
issued by the Circuit Court of St. Louis 
County in 1905, and the New Era Hunt- 
ing and Fishing Club obtained its char- 
ter in the county In 1903.

The Queen of the Veiled Prophet’s 
Ball on the night of Oct. 1, will have 
the honor of dancing in the presence of, 
and perhaps with, the Governors of 20 
Mississippi Valley States.

Nine of the Governors will meet Gov- 
ernor Cummins of Ie wa at Keokuk on 
the morning of Oct. 1. They will listen 
to the speech of President Roosevelt, 
who will arrive in Keokuk at 9 a m.

leave Keokuk on the steamer Misscis- 
sipp! at 11 a. m. 

Governor Cummins and the nine other 
Governors who will meet him there will 
leave Keokuk at 1:30 p. m. on a Burl- 
ington special train and arrive in St. 
Louls at 6:50 p. m. Luncheon will be 
served on the train at 2p. m. The Gov- 
ernors who have promised to meet Gov- 
ernor Cummins in Iowa are: N. B. Bro- 
ward of Florida, John A. Johnson of 
Minnesota, John Burke of North Da- 
kota, Coe I. Crawford of South Dakota, 
James O. Davidson of Wisconsin, Bry- 
ant T. Brooks of Wyoming, Char'ies 5S.

HN QUICKSAND 


Flows in Like Water as It Is 
Pumtfed Out and Cracks 
Street Surface. 








A SKYSCRAPER MENACE 





Worst Spot Is at Broadway 
and Pine Street New Build- 
ing Excavation. 





Experiences such as those which for 
more than a week have baffled the in- 
genuity of the contractor engaged in 


finding “bottom” for the National Bank 
of Commerce Building at Broadway and 
Pine streets, are not new to engincers 
in St. Louis. 

The stratum of quicksand underly- 
ing the eastern edge of the city, from 
the Chain o€ Rocks to the River des 
Peres, has before now confronted them 
with tremendous problems. The Water 
Department had such a fight on its 
hands when the basin at the Chain of 
Rocks several months ago began to 
slide riverward on an avalanche of this 
sand. 

A contractor who bid successfully to 
open the sewer in Olive street between 
Fourth street and Broadway, threw up 
the work when he saw the troubles that 
faced the firm now endeavoring to bore 
to bedrock through the quicksand at 
Broadway and Pine street. 

Threatens Builders’ Purse. 

The flerceness of the struggle against 
this ceaseless inflow of sand and the 
loss of money with it are not the only 
serious aspects of the situation. En- 
gineers and contractors who have done 
costly battle against this enemy say it 
threatens more than the builder’s purse. 

Water Commissioner Adkins, who paid 
a big price for his knowledge of quick- 
sand at tle Chain of Rocks and along 
the Columbia Bottom road, where it is 
still menacing the “flow line’ from the 
Chain to Baden, says there is & gravo 
and immediate danger that the disturb- 
ance of the stratum under the section 
adjacent to Broadway and Cinr street 
will cause in St. Louis a renetition of 
the subsidence of buildings and streets 
following the boring of the tunnels 
under Chicago. 

Sand Rushed in Like \. ater. 

The - St: Louis contractor whose 
troubles have been Mr. Adkin’s text has 
had to pierce this layer of quicksand 
to find bases for his superstructure. 
As he sank his caissons the sand rushed 
in like water, and altough he kept his 
pumps working, there seemed to be lit- 
tle diminution in its quantity. Nautral- 
ly enough, he was removing sand all the 
time, but for all that he pumped out 
there was ten times as much left. 

That, released from its confinement, 
swept around the caissons from all di- 
rections. Behind remained hollows— 
tunnels, radiating into Pine street, 
Broadway’ and eastwardly under the al- 
ley. 

The ‘‘roof’’ of these tunnels is the 
hard formation of clay that extends 
from the surface of the street to the 
stratum of sand. The thickness of this 
roof varies, according to the depth at 
which the sand was encountered. In 
Pine street it was so slight, compara- 
tively, that. the street has already 
begun to “‘dip.’”” When it subsided, the 
connections between the water main and 
the building 
Pine street and Broadway were broken 
and considerable damage followed. The 
subsidence of the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co’s Building was registered out- 
wardly by a small crack for part of its 
length. 

Pumping Work Continues, 

The work of pumping out sand con- 
tinues. Hundreds of wagon loads have 
been removed. The sand still pours into 
the caissong In its wake the tunnels 
are growing deeper and wider and 
longer. 

Even if the caissons are eventually 
filled with concrete, and the flow of 
sand stopped, Mr. Adkins says, the 
“hollows will remain. Just what will 
happen with the constant weight and 
jar of heavy traffic and the tonnage of 
big skyscrapers imposed on the shell of 
clay that serves as their roofs cannot 
be forecasted, according to Mr. Ad- 
kins. In Chicago, however, buildings 
at considerable distance from the IIli- 
nois Tunnel and Telephone Co.'s ber- 
ings showed in cracked walls and sink- 
ing foundations the effect ef this bur- 
rowing. 

Street Commissioner Travilla, whe vis- 
ited the excavation at Broadway and 
Pine street, says that four caissons have 
been filled and that the worst danger is 
passed. He agrees with Mr. Adkins 
that the disturbance of the quicksand 
holds @ menace to the _ surrounding 
streets and buildings. 

While granting that the subsidence 
of Pine street was due to the with- 
drawal of the sand, Mr. Travilla thinks 
the escape of water from the main in- 
creased the damage. 


To Repair Pine Street, 

Mr. Travilla will put a force of men 
to work Tuesday repairing Pine street 
and restoring the grade. The cost of 
this work wil) be charged to the con- 
tractor whose boring is held accountable 
for the damage. At the same time Mr. 
Travilla will compel the contractor to 
open the sidewalk on the north side of 


‘Pine street and that on the east side of 


Broadway to traffic. F 
He says the contractor has no longer 
an excuse for forcing pedestrians to 
take to the street at those points.

Confidence is two-thirds of batting, 
and if a,man’ has placed his confi- 
dence in a single bat and that bat 
breaks, he quits hitting.

He will laugh at and ridi- 
cule the idea himself, but nevertheless 
he can’t hit with any other bat until 
he finds a new favorite. 

Petey Gladiator Browning was one of 
the biggest bugs about bats that ever 
played the game. He had more bats 
than any player ever had, and he car- 
ried them all on the road. He was con- 
tinually quarreling with his bats and 
setting up new favorites. He was fickle 
with his*bats, but if he didn’t have 
the right one at hand he was lost. The 
managers used to hick against carry- 
ing Petey’s cordwood around with them, 
but they knew that he would strike 
out if he wasn’t satisfied about 
bats and carried them. 

Peter had an idea, which was a good

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one, and that was that he carried differ- 
ent bats to use against different pitch- 
hers. He used big, light bats when hit- 
ting at speed and shorter and more soild 
bats against the pitchers with fast 
curves and breaks. 

Besides that, Petey was a stickler on 
materials, and it was he who invented 
the famous wagon-tongue, because he 
had great luck with a bat which he 
turned from the tongue of an old wagon. 
One of his best war clubs he turned out 
of a piece of hard wood from a wrecked 
railway car. ’ 

Aftef Peter got out’ of the game he 
manufactured bats and made many fa- 
mous ones for fellow-players. 











Big Roger Connor used to be a crank 
| about bats and their condition. It was 
‘popularly supposed that Rog used to 
sleep wtih his bats. The moment the 
team would arrive at a hotel Roger 
would take his bats to his room and 
proceed to oil, scrape and tend to them, 
and when this was done he would hang 
them from the windows of his room in 
the sun. 

Anson, who used the heaviest clubs 
of any player who ever swung at a ball, 
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Invented a split basswood bat. The core 
of the bat was of ash, with bamboo and 
baswood cut and joined together over it, 
as in fishing poles. He did fearful ex- 
ecution with that bat, but it finally 
wore out.

The team wasn’t hitting 
a stroke and was way down in the race 
until Josh took all the bats to Schlatter,

Lajole wants a biz, 
heavy bat, but he pieks them at ran- 
dom, almost from the clubs in front of 
the bench, and sometimes uses three or 
four bats {in one game. It doesn’t make 
much difference to him. If the club 
feels good in his hands it’s all right.

I guess Hans is 
not fully appreciated at home simply 
because the fang here expect too much 
of him. They want him to make a 
long safe drive every time he comes to 
bat, and if he fails they will tell you 
he is terribly overrated; but if these 
same fault-finders will take the trouble 
to watch the game closely, they will 
find that Wagner, by his remarkable 
fielding, prevents many runs being 
chalked up against his team, while he 
drives in as many, if not more, tallies 
than any other player in the business. 
On bases he is a thorn in the side of 
every opposing player, for no one ever 
knows what he is gotng to do, except 
that it is well and generally understood 
that he will never fail to take advant- 
age of the slightest opening, and when 
these openings do not come fast enough 
to suit him, Hans just gets busy and 
makes them himself. His equal has 
never been known, though there are 
some pretty good ball players in the 














What other player 
would I like to have for the New York 
team? Well, Pitcher Brown of the Chi- 
cago Cubs would be welcomed if money 
could get him, and the New York man- 
agement stands ready to cough wp $10,- 
000 for his release any time the Chicago 
Club owners say the word.

ARMS AGAINST 
STANDARD OIL 


Official Press Cries Out 
Against Invasion of the 
American Company. 








WANT CABINET ACTION 





Prices Have Been Raised Not- 
withstanding the Vigor- 
ous Protests. 





BUCHAREST, Aug. 31.—The official 
‘press has begun to speak about “the 
triumph of the Standard Oil over Ger- 
man oil interests in Roumania. The 
National Will insists that the present 
administration shall see to it that the 
Standard Oil does not have its own way 
in everything. It says that the Cabinet 
will introduce measures to keep the 
American Oil Trust from raising the 
prices df oil in Roumania. Here are 
‘some of the things said in an editorial 
of the leading official paper: 

“The Germans will probably form 
some kind of organization to protect 
‘themselves from the American trust. 
They will probably not allow them- 
gelves to be robbed by Rockefeller and 
his gang. Germany may even go as far 
.as to monopolize the petroleum. 

Roumanians Will Fight Standard. 

“As for us Roumanians, whether the 
Germans like to pay more for their oil 
or not, we are going to see to it that 
the oil shall not be dearer than it was 
before. Nor will we suffer the products 
of oil to be sold higher than they have 
been selling before the trust acguired 
our oil lands. The oil lands near Cus- 
tenjie, which are still in the hands of 
the Government, the railroads, the oil 
tanks belonging to the Government, 
these are the weapons with which we 
can fight the Standard Oil Trust.’’ 

The day after this official editorial 
appeared, oll prices went up. At pres- 
ent, according to ‘‘Adevarul,’’ the lead- 
ing independent daily paper, Rouman- 
ians get the poorest oil for the highest 
prices. 

Hard to Get Rebates, 

The Standard Ot] Co. is ready for the 
fight with the Roumanian Government. 
One of its weapons it has already 
shown. At Hamburg stocks and bonds 
of Roumanian oil are not being quoted 
at all. Of course the Standard Oil will 
have a hard fight. Rebates and other 
privileges given them by the railroads 
in America are hard to get in Rou- 
mania. The railroads are owned by 
the Government and controlled by the 
Minister of Public Works. 

The present Minister of Public Works 
is V. G. Mortzun, who was for many 
years a @ocialist leader. He still in- 
sists that Socialism is his ideal and a 
few daya ago said publicly that he is 
proud of having been the leader of 
Roumanian Socialists. Minister Mort- 
zun is known for his honesty in public 
as well as private affairs and it is said 
that he is determined to use his power 
in behalf of the Roumanian oil consum- 
ers and against the Standard Oil. 

Higher Prices Hard on Poor. 

The raising of oil prices in Roumania 
means a great deal. Petroleum and 
coal oil are almost tne only means of 
illumination even in the city of Bu- 
charest, where some residences are be- 
ginning to use gas. Higher prices for 
oil means hardships for the poor people, 
who must use it and who can ill-afford 
to pay more than they are paying now. 
It would, therefore, not be surprising 
if at the next eelctions “cheaper coa] 
oil’ would be a@ war cry. 


AMERICAN BRIDE ENDS LIFE 
AFTER VISIT TO MONTE CARLO 


English Husband Declares He Will 
Follow and Is Closely 
Watched. 


ROME, Aug. 31.—John Buckingham, 
an English engineer, and his wife, a 
beautiful young American, who recently 
arrived from New York, took laudanum 
at Naples. 

The woman died, but the life of the 
man was saved by the doctors. Buck- 
ingham declares he is determined to fol- 
low his wife, and has twice attempted to 
kill himself by jumping through the 
window of his room. 

He has been placed in an asylum, 
where he is watched day and night by 
nurses. He refuses to take any food. 

It is stated that the pair had just re- 
turned ruined from Monte Carlo, where 
they had gambied at the tables and lost 
their entire fortune.

There are unique portraits of Balzac, 
bundles of private letters, discovered 
since the “Correspondence” was pub- 
lished, skeletons of novcls, manuscripts 
of the chief works in the ‘‘Comedie #Hu- 
maine” series, diaries and the journal 
in which Balzac jotted down stray 
thoughts from time to time. 

One of the most interesting manu- 
scripts is the first pawe of ‘‘Le Pere 
Goriot.’’ This single page shows how 
Balzac was continually harassed by 
debts. The author of ‘‘La Comedie Hu- 
maine’ often stopped work on a novel 
to make a list of his debts and balance 
his monthly accounts. The first page 
of ‘“‘Le Pere Gortot’’ is covered with 
notes of the kind. One item in partic- 
ular is worthy of note: “Jeweller, 100 
francs."” One thousand franc8S to 4a 
jeweller! And yet Balzac was not in 
the habit of offering costly jewels to 
nis feminine friends. He was more !ike- 
ly to give them locks. of his hair made 
tp into necklaces or bracelets. The 
Lovenjoul col:ection contained a brace- 
iet of this description which wags once 
the property of the woman Balzac called 
‘the better half of his life.’’ 

Of great interest are the portraits of 
Balzac. Few are really likenesses, but 
one is as certainly true to nature as its 
suthenticity is beyond doubt. This is a 
daguerreotype taken in 1842. The other 
ortrait—by David d‘Angers, Devéria, 
3ertail and Louis Boellanger—are mere 
interpretations. Best known is the 
drawing by Gavami, which shows Bal- 
zac at full length, standing in his dress- 
ing gown, en negligee. 

Other objects of interest in the collec- 
tion are the coats-of-arms Balzac had 
designed for the heroes and heroines 
of “The Human Comedy.” Their ances- 
try was carefully drawn up and their 


regard for the parts they were to play 
For those of his heroes who were of 
aristocratic birth he ordered armorial 
bearings suitable to their tank, and in- 
trusted the work of designing them to 
Ferdinand de Gramont, a connoisseur*in 
such matters.

Now, I 
like the work vou are doing, and I 
have increased your pay. You can 
make enough to be independent and 


can care for yourselves better than 
many men can care for you. Just 
when you are able to count or finish 
well, don’t like to see you go and 
get married, so I hope as long as we 
make it an object for you to work 
here you will not be tempted to un- 
dertake married life.’ 

This, in substance, was the remarks 
of the paper maker.

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OPPOSE MACHINES 


IN BLIND ASYLUM 


Union Broommakers Say Improve- 
ments Would Encroach 
on Them. 





CHICAGO, Aug. 31.—Brooms made by 
the blind are to be protected against 
the encroachment of labor-saving ma- 
chinery if the Chicago Federation of 
Labor has its way relative to. the in- 
troduction of labor-saving machinery in 
the Institute for the Blind. 

Delegate Ramsey of the Broom Mak- 
ers’ Union asked that the federation 
take action condemning the Installation 


of labor-saving machinery in the broom- 
making department of the institution. 

“Our union has never objected to the 
products of the blind,” said Mr. 
sey. “We have always thought that 
broom-making was one of the indus- 
tries in which the blind could, A 
measure, be successful. Our union has 
heretofore done all in its power to as- 
sist rather than hinder the efforts of 
this unfortunate class, but the intro- 
duction of labor-saving machinery will 
work a hardship rather than en ussist- 
ance ~ them and we are —— to it.

“The blind want to make brooms and 
it is but right that they should have 
the opportunity, but it is against the 
best interests of this most unfortunate 
class that machinery should be intro- 
duced that would take away their op- 
portunity to learn the hand work of 
completing a broom.” 

It was announced that several pieces 
of labor-saving machinery had already 
been placed in the institution and that 
more was to be installed resolu- 
tion condemning the introduction of 
amare was adopted by the federa- 
tion.

By appointment he met two affable

He saw hundreds of young men sitting 
about reading or talking in the parlors 
and reading rooms of the club and more 
in the gymnasium and lecture rooms. 

Mr. Mulcassidy painted bright and 
vivid mental pictures of each of these 
young men with a highball fn his hand, 
and the grand total assured Mr. Mul- 
cassidy an income that would make 
his blacksmith shop look like a peanut 
stand. ‘ 

Mr. Mulcassidy gratefully paid over 
his $1000 and took a certificate granting 
him the wine privilege of the club. 
_Then Mr. Mulcassidy carted up to the 
Y. M. C. A. a brand-new set of bar fix- 
tures and two truck loads of assorted 
booze. When his truckmen tried to car- 
ry the bar fixtures and liquor into the 
buliding there were loud outcries from

““Mercy me! Oh, my!” shrieked the 
official person. ‘‘What would you do, 
man, with that awful stuff?’ 

“Fade, boy, fade; this gentleman’s 
bought the bar privilege here, and We're 
going to set the stuff in for him,” said 
a truckman. 

“The bar privilege of the Y. M. C. A!” 
squealed the officer, agasp with horror.

or of the early German settlers 
in St. Louis, will be celebrated by the 
largest gathering of Germans ever held 
in the West. The day set aside for the 
merry-makifig is September 7. 

On September 7, more than twenty 
thousand ‘Germans Will gather in st. 
Louis and make the city 84Y with pa- 
rades, speeches and demonstrations. In 
reality it takes three days for the cele- 
bration. Friday, Saturday @nd Sunday 
are spent in rejoicing over the good 
choice made by early German settlers 
in selecting St. Louis a5 4 R€W home in 
an unknown world. 

It is now just seventy-three years 
since the landing of the first German 
colony near St. Louls. A Student re- 
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bellion in Germany in 1830 drove thou- 
sands of students from their native 
land. They were of the best educated 
classes and later gave the world men 
of marked intellectuality. 

Orators on German Day will tell of 
how two colonies, of 300 each. composed 
of students. their wives and college 
professors, set sail from the Fatherland 
in 1838, turning their ships toward the 
great new world. The two colonies 
were commanded by Paul Follen and 
by Frederick Muench, the latter being 
the father of Judge Hugo Muench, ef 
St. Louis. 

Herr Follen came directly to New 
Orleans and sailed straight up the Mis- 
sissippi River to Warren County and 
St. Louis. The colony was composed of 
men of wealth, students, English noble- 
men, and ethers of the aristocracy. 
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Mf Liberty and Happiness on the Banks of the Mississippi 


The second division commanded by 
Herr Muench, sailed to Baltimore, and 
at that place took wagon and drove 
across the Alleghanies to Wheeling, 
West Virginia. Here they took river 
boats, sailed down the Ohio River to 
Louisville, and there again changed 
boats and came up the great river to St. 
Louis. 

A more pitiful history of high minded, 
well meaning colonists meeting a more 
cruel fate it not to be found in Ameri- 
can history. The cast of the immi- 
grants was that of refinement and edu- 
cation. In fact Frederick Muench was 
a graduate of a German University. and 
Paul Follen was a professor of mathe- 
matics in a German University. 

The winter following the arrival of 
the Germans was an exceedingly cold 
ene. They had mide huts, srouped 








along the bank of the river, had no 
Provisions save what they could kill, 
and, worse yet, had only light summer 
clothes. 


Scores of merf and women litterally 
froze to death in St. Louis. The tra- 
gedies and heroism of the German col- 
Onists will never be known. 


This suffering was brought about by 
a mistake made by Gotfried Duden, the 
first German ever in the city ef St. 
Louis. He was a man of wealth, edu- 
cated, and a Prussian German. He 
fought against Napoleon on the side 
of Germany. Later, through political 
troubles, he was forced to leave his 
mative country. He came to Warren 
County, Missourl, in 18%. Here he 
built a log cabin on Lake Creek and 
spent two winters. 








Being a man of education he wrote a 
history of his experiences, described 
the country and gave its geography. 
But the two winters during which he 
lived here were exceptionally warm 
ones, and in his volume he told of the 
tropical climate, the year around, of 
the new world. 

Going back to Germany he had the 
book published. Follen and Muench 
studied it closely and guided their 
steps by it. They decided that enly 
light clothes should be worn, and as 4 
consequence the adventurers came clad 
only in summer garments. 

The name of the colony that sought 
St. Louls for ite new home was Giessen 
Answanderangs-Geselichatt, or in Eng- 
lish, the Giessen Emigration Society. 1

Grafton, Mayor Journey gave him a 
cordial welcome.

My stepfather was much such 
a man as my father had been, but per- 
haps more stern. 


“Tl was just beginning to dissipate a 
little, like so many boys do, when nis 
Stepfather laid down the law to ine. 
He would not stand for drinking So, 
being a hardheaded kid, I drank more, 
just to worry him, I guess. That 
made a breech between us and when I 
was l7 years old I left home and came 
to Grafton to live. 1 stayed here five 
years and then went out to Nebraska 
and stayed three more. When I was 
2 years old I came back to Grafton and 
I've lived here, or on a farm just 
outside town, ever since.

“Monday I got to

What He Is Doing Now. 

“Now instead of owning 420 acres of 
land I own 1180 acres and other proper- 
ty. It was through me that the Iii- 
nois Gas and Of] Co, became interested 
in oll at Grafton. They have sunk two 
wells. One will run 20 barrels of oil a 
day, they say. They are going to sink 
more soon and when they get tWo or 
three good wells they'll begin pumping 
oil. A Pennsylvania expert says there’s 
no question about there being ofl in 
large quantities near Grafton. 

“It was my efforts that brought the 
Illinois Powder Co. to Grafton. They 
have $50,000 invested here and make 
high explosives. They employ 12% men 
and practically all the wages of these 
men is sper* right here in Grafton. 

Now I’m organizing the Grafton 
Fireproofing and Manufacturing Co. to 
make fireproofing tile out of clay and 
shale on some of mr land. The com- 
pany is capitalized at $200,000 and we 
will be making the tile in elght or ten 
weeks. The plant will be located in 
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as He Promised--- 


Grafton and the wages will be spent 
here. We will have no commissary. 

“Albert Freeman was my opponent in 
the race for Mayor. He was president 
of Grafton when it was a mere tow. 
I defeated him. Since I came into office 
we have put the Sunday lid on the sa- 
loons and require them te remain closed 
between 11 o'clock at night and 5 o'clock 
in the morning. 

“There are four saleens in Grafton 
and we have raised the Heense from 
$500 to $800 a year. We also regulate 
them now, and it is ver» different from 
the old, wide-open days. 

“I’m not opposed to saloons if they 
are run right. I spend some money in 
saioons. I have customers who are 
Germans and who like a glass of beer. 
I go with them and treat them to beer. 
But I wouldn’t buy a drink for a man 
in the fix I used to be in—not on your 


life! 
Results Speak for Him. 


“We have voted $21,000 for bonds to 
build an electrie light and waterworks 
plant. One man has agreed to take the 
entire issue and we are getting ready 
now tq build these improvements. 


“Now, that's a pretty complete his- 
tory of my life since I was i7 years 
old. I was a town drunkard and quit. 
E.me people kind of cast slurs at first 
and said [I couldn't borrow a dollar— 
that I was down and out. But I told 
them I'd run this town some day. The 
events since then speak for them- 
selves.”’ 


And Mr. Journey smiled a sunny, 
good-humored smile.

said not long ago. “I haven't heard of 
one of the girls who have taken China- 
men for husbands asking for a divorce 
er leaving her husband. Some Chinamen 
are better than some Americans. Chi- 
namen work.” 


Trovs and the Sums. 

So happy did the Troy-Le Pung al- 
liance prove, that Charlie Lum, a friend 
of Lee Troy, and Miss Grace McKay, 
a pretty American giri, decided to go 
and do likewise. Accordingly, they were 
united in marriage Aug. 23, 1906, exact- 
ly three weeks after the Troy nuptials. 

The Lums removed to Chicago, where 
the bridegroom resides, and where he 
conducts a laundry. 

The third Chinese-American couple 
was married on March 12, 197. In this 
case, too, the contracting parties were 
friends of the Troys. They were Lee 
Hong and Mise Lenrf Bergman. 

fF’ -@ and Miss Bergman both were 
trem San Francisco. whence they were 
driven by the earthquake. Before the 
great catastrophe they had been sweet- 
hearts. Hong came East first and invest- 
ed in an Eighth street restaurant in St. 
Louis. Some months iater Miss Berg- 
man followed and made her home, dur- 
ing the prenuptial period, with the Troys 
at East St. Louis. 

The wedding was celebrated in East 
St. Louis, after which the couple came 
to St. Louls and went to houseke¢ping 
at the Eighth street address. 

The next incident looming on the 
Chinese-American matrimonial horizon 
was full of pathos. On April 15, 1907, 
Charlie Tuhy. a “Hop Alley’ restau- 
rant keeper-Elghth street south of 
Market is called “Hop Alley’’—obtained 
at Enst Si. Louis a license to wed 
“Mise Minnie Lange.” Later Justice 
Driscoll of Bast St. Louls performed 
ihe marriage ceremony for them.

Down in Columbus, Ga., about the 
same time, Hghtning struck a tree, 
leaped to a house, pierced the weather- 
boarding and ceiling, tore off one side 
of an iron bed in a room, and, glancing, 
struck Hilda Clark’s garter, tore it off, 
burned the stocking, ran down to her 
suoe, knocked it off, and then departed, 
leaving the girl not seriously injured. 

Over tn Shelbyville, Ky., a freakish 
bolt, perhaps attracted by an ax he 
was carrying on his shoulder, struck 
Lige Huffman, a farmer, on the head. 
He waked about tn a circle, dazed, with 
the rim of his hat around his neck, and 
with blood flowing from his mouth and 
nose. When a physician reached him, he 
found that Huffman’s face and head had 
been given a clean shave, his beard and 
hair having been burned off. 

The home of A. J. Jones of Clayton. 
Mo., was visited about 1:30 on the morn- 
ing of June 7, this year, by a particu- 
larly active and mischievous bolt. of 
lightning. The darting electric visitor 
shot its livid body from the dark sky 
and landed on a big oak tree near Mr. 
Jones’ home. It then leaped to a tele- 
rhone pole, jumped astride the wires 
ond rode into the house, and forthwith, 
without ceremony, began pulling eut the 


tacks which held down the floor mat- 
ting. This done, the terror of the hcav- 
ens put out the electric lights and left 
the family in total darkness. Almost 
terror-stricken, they rose from their 
beds, dressed and sat up the rest of 
the night in the dark. Dawn came, with 
a bright sky, revealing the destruction 
wrought by the antic-playing lightning 
bolt, but no clew by which the night 
visitor could be traced was visible be- 
youd the seared trees. 

At Delphi, O., on June 8, nine persons 
were in a kitchen in the home of Lewis 
Crawford. Almost all of them were 
more or less shocked by lightning dur- 
ing a storm. A brilliant flash cut the 
ominous heavens, hit a maple tree, 
passed along a wire clothes line to the 
house and tore a big hole in the side 
of it. It picked up a shotgun hanging 
on the wall, broke the weapon in two 
and hurled the barrel across the room 
with such force that it was buried in 
the opposite wall. The lightning bolt 
then went to the kitchen, shocked a 
girl with a wire comb in her hair, and 
afterwards proceeded to terrify the other 
eight persons. 

About the same time, over at Nash- 
ville, lil, another bolt of lghtning 
struck a funnel-shaped cyclone cloud, 
split it in two, and so diverted the di- 
vided fury that its separate halves en- 
circled the town and passed on again to 
join later and vent its baffled fury on 
other less fortunate places. 

The fireball is just now proving very 
interesting to scientists. In his new 
book, “‘Thunder and Lightning,’’ Camille 
Flammarion, the great French astrono- 
mer, tells of the harmless visit of a 
fireball. It appeared in a room, ad- 
vanced toward a young girl seated at a 
table, rose near her, went around her tn 
spiral. fashion, and then darted off to 
a hole In a chimney and passed up to 
the open air, where 32 burst in an ap- 
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palling crash which shook the entire 
house.”’ 

Flammarion then quotes: ‘A violent 
storm had descended upon the com- 
mune of Beugnon. I (M. Wander) hap- 
pened to be passing through a farm, in 
which were two children of about 12 and 
13. These children were taking refuge 
from the rain under the door of a stable, 
in which were 25 oxen. In front of them 
extended a courtyard, sloping down- 
wards toward a large ponu, 20 or 30 
yards away, beside which grew a poplar 
tree. Suddenly there appearei a globe 
of fire, of the size of an apple, near the 
top of the poplar. We saw it descend, 
branch by branch, and then down the 
trunk. It moved along the courtyard 
very slowy: seeming almost to pick its 
way between the pools of water, and 
came up to the door, where stood the 
children. One of them was bold enough 
to touch it with his foot. Immediately 
a terrible crash shook the entire farm to 
its foundations, the two children were 
thrown to the ground uninjured, but 11 
of the animals in the stable were killed.”’ 

Then the astronomer gives this story 
by the Abbe »spallanzani: “A young 
peasant woman was in a field during a 
storm, when suddenly there appeared at 
her feet a globe of fire of about the size 
of a billiard ball. Slipping along the 
ground, this little fireball reached her 
feet, caressed them, as it were, made its 
way up under her clothes, and issued 
again from the middle of her bodice, 
and, still keeping its globular form, 
darted off into the air and exploded 
noisily. When it got under her petti- 
coats, they blew out like an umbrella, 
and she fell back. Two witnesses of 
the scene ran to her assistance, but she 
was unhurt. A medical examination re- 
vealed only a slight erosion of the skin, 
extending from the right knee to the 
middle of her breast; her chemise had 
been torn in two along the same line, 
and there was a hole through her bodice 
where the thunderbolt had got out.” 

Much skill and cleverness is often 
shewn in lightning “freaks.” Morand 
narrates an instance: “A woman in 
inan’s costume. A storm suddenly comes 
on. A flash of lightning strixes her, car- 
tles off and destroys her clothes and 
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Flammarion. 


They are not so capricious as they 
seem.”" 

Lightning sometimes appears to se- 
lect its victim from umeong several per- 
sons similarly exposed. A stroke para- 
lyzed William Ulrich of Aiton, Ill, and 
two younger men with him cacaped. Ul- 
rich’s boy was driving some nails in a 
sned, and another boy handed him a 
brass-bound rule. As young Ulrich’s 
hand touched the rule a brilliant streak 
of many-tongued lightning shot across 
the sky, throwing out centipede legs. 
The three workmen were stunned, the 
adult, however, suffering the most dnm- 
age. ‘‘All I remember,” said he, “was 
a blue streak hit me. It struck my 
right hand first, entering by way of 
the fingers. It ran down through my 
body and out at my toes in the twinkling 
of an eye. Then everything was black.” 

On June 15 Ughtning: struck the home 
of Mrs. Grace Syres of Howley, Io., 
crashed through the reef and darted 
between two babies sitting en a floor 
matting. The babies (twins) were un- 
hurt, but the matting was cut in two 
iust as if a sharp knife had been drawn 
oeross it. 

[Lightning often darts down chimneys 
cr through open windows. Sometimes 
vi.y temporary iniury results ?7rom such 
a flash. During a particrlarly severe 
storm in St. Louis, in June, lightning 
intered the left arm and ran down the 
Lody of James Sneed, while he was 
standing before an open window at his 
home at 1012 Loughberough avenue. 

During the sarne storm Mrs. Creech 
and several others were in her home 
at 432 Wilmington read. Mrs. Creech 
went to a sink to get a glass of water. 
A sudden flash of light half blinded her. 
Flame ran along the wall, of the recom 
almost to a window at which ethers 
were sitting. The fiery ball then burst 
with a loud detonation. 

Also in June lightning struck the bas- 
ket of a balloon which George 8S. Speer 
and M. C. Weimer of Chicago were 
using to make an aerial survey of a 
tract ‘of land in Colorado. Their bal- 
loon had just started to rise when it 
was struck, and they fell to the 
ground as if dead, but were seen re-

the gas bag of the balioon in question 
had been coated with metallic paint. 
Te all intents and purposes such a ba!- 
loon is just like a great steel ball and 
the aeronaut continually encounters 
electrical storms, in which this metaiiic 
globe is an incessant source of dan- 
ger. Aimost 100,000 persons witnesed 
this tragedy, among them being King 
Victor Emmanuel and Queen Helena. 
A tew days ago it was reported from 
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800 KILLED 
EACH YEAR 


The U. 8S. Weather Bureau says 
an average of 800 people are killed 
by lightning in the United States 
each year. This is about one 
person in each 10,000 of popu- 
lation. 

A belt extending through Cen- 
tral Illinois and adjacent sections 
of Missouri, Iowa and Indiana 
show an average of about 3% storms 
a year, while another belt of about 
the same intensity covers Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and parts of Ar- 
Kansas, Texas and Kentucky. 

The region of greatest danger 
from lightning stroke does not 
coincide with the zone of great- 
est thunderstorm frequency, but 
includes a lesser or greater part 
of many states east of the Mis- 
sissippi River, where there are five 
deaths to each 10,000 square miles. 

Three to five deaths in 10,000 is 
the rule in the zone including St. 
Louis, Chicago, Memphis, St. Paul, 
Des Moines, Atlanta and Nor- 
folk. 

Four times more persons of out- 
door pursuits than of indoor are 
struck. Men, like animals, are 
more likely to be struck, when in 
groups than when alone. One of 
three persons struck survives, and 
if artificial respiration were in- 
duced, probably more would re- 
cover. More than half the persons 
killed are struck while standing 
under trees. 











Custer, S. D., that W. B. Chase, “stone 
deaf for 17 years,”’ was struck by light- 
ning, thrown 60 feet and later found 
that he could hear “as well as he ever 
could in his life.”” The stroke that 
cured him of deafness killed his horse, 
The delight in finding that he could 
hear put his pain to flight. 

As the result of lounging in a hay 
loft of a barn with his feet at an 
epening during an_ electrical storm, 
George Berger, a farmhand of near 
Edwardsville, Ill., is now learning for 
the second time in his life how to walk. 
A bolt which struck the barn tore a 
door from its hinges and set the hay 
in the loft on fire. Berger's feet were 
stunned. 

Lightning sometimes appears to issue 
from a single cloud. An instance is 
given by Flammarion: “Two priests 
of the Cathedral of Lombey, who were 
standing in the area of their chapter 
house, busy winnowing, saw a small 
cloud approaching them little by little. 
When it was immediately above them 
a flash of lightning broke out and

The first work done by the society 
wns for relief. A _ visiting nurse was 
employed. Now there are two nurscs 
“or this branch. The society, the City 
Health Department and the Mt. St. 
Ruore Hospital have worked in harmony 
A thorough registration was made of 
all persons suffering with tuberculosis, 
those with incipient cases, and of those 
threatened. The tenements were 
searched. Photographs were taken. And 
then help was extended to a few, and 
“hen te others. Outdoor life Was in- 
sisted upon, where physicians recom- 
merded it, and the general hygiene in 
all cases was immediately jooked after. 
The campaign was on. 

A series of open-air mee‘ings in the 
school yards in the congested districts, 
as first suggested by the Post-Dispatch, 
wan next decided upon and decision 
Goltra meant Immediate action, 
Organization followed, Permission .of 
the Board of Bducation was granted. 
The first nieeting was to be held at the 


beautiful new Patrick Henry School, 
Tenth and O’Fallon streets. Then be- 
gan the spectacular. 

On the evening of June DW, aerial 
bormbs were exploded to attract the pco- 
ple, the same feature made use of by 
politicians in big political campaigns. 
But Goltra went one better than the 
St. Louls politicians. He introduced 
New York political methods into his 
work. Before the lecture there was ua 
phonograph concert. The potice vsti- 
mated that there were 3500 people pres- 
ent. N. QO. Nelson presided, and Dr 
Jesse S. Meyer lectured, his address te- 
ing illustrated by pictures thrown on a 
screen. Some of the pictures show«d 
conditions among the poor, in the ien- 
ements, others were views of hos itals, 
outdoor tents, proper living and sicep- 
ing rooms, still others explained how to 
disinfect and how to control draughts. 
Figures and diagrams were interspersed 
with cartoons, comic ylayettes, vaude- 
ville stunts. The crowd laughed, and 
cheered, and afterwards went uway im- 
pressed and—thinking. 

Goltra in business is 
when he is enthusiastic; 
calm when he is not. He had planned 
to stir the people, to arouse enthus- 
lasm, and to make the new interest 
live. The opening gun in the young 
millionaire’s campaign was a success. 
He was not present, but the im ten 
report sent to him pleased him. His 
own enthusiasm grew. 

At this first meeting literature was 
distributed through the audience’ by 
willing children. English, Germans and 
Jews were there, and all carried away 
pamphlets or copies of the _ society’s 
monthly journal, the pamphlets being 
printed in three languages. The liter- 
ature helped, too, and reports of the 
first meeting spread to other school dis- 
tricts. So that, at the next meeting, 
at the Lafayette School, Ninth street 
and Ann avenue, 5000 people gathered. 
The School Patrons’ Alliance was in 
charge, and the meeting had been ad- 
vertised. Dr. Louis M. Warfield and 
Dr. John Green, Jr., lectured. Another 
success. 

Then came the third meeting, at the 
O'Fallon School, 1409 North Fifteenth 
street, with 2600 present. President Gol- 
tra presided. He made a brief talk and 
then Dr. Orville 4.1. Brown lectured,

‘fame year's corn crop, the United 

aie gave 2,707,994,000 bushelsa—a total 
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August Corn Conditien 
States— 1907. 1906. 
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for the two croyfs in the United States 
of 3,443,255,000 bushels. 

This crop of our own country, loaded 
fer shipment in freight cars, 40 tons 
to the car, would fill 2,458,621 cars. One 
may play with those figures until he is 
weary, trying to get an understanding 
of them; and still their greatness baffles 
him. 

Last year was a ‘record’ vear in the 
United States for these two crops. Kar- 
ly in the present season there ‘were 
gloomy forecasts of shortage: but as the 
season develops the prespect grows 
brighter. Gloom is usually at a dis- 
count when harvest time comes. The 
nation’s wheat will doubtless fall somie- 
what short of the normal yield: but 
wheat and corn together, with the rest 
of the great food staples, will show a 
tota) not less than the normal! average. 
This is as near to the truth as proph- 
ecy can get in mid-season. Better 
methods of farming, Which make the 
farmer more and more independent of 
the changes of the seasons, are making 
these yields more and more stable. 
There is less of accident and less of 
failure than there used to be. Meas- 
ured, not by single years, but by groups 


of years, these figures will show a stead- 


ily continuing increase in volume. 


Meaning of Big Crops. 

Now, then, what is the real meaning 
of one of these great year's crops? 
What does it stand for, besides mere 
figures? What becomes of these vast 
mountains of grain, that are built up 
new in every succeeding year? How 
does the growing profit the owner, and 
what do the facts mean to the wide 
prairie country of which 8t. Louis is 
the comercial capital? 

These prairies make the grain farm 
of the nation. The farms of the Bast- 
ern States have ceased to figure large- 
ly in grain-growing; those of the South 
are turned to other account. East and 
South must 'ook to the praimes of the 
Mississippi and Missouri Valleys for the 


bulk of the grain they use. The center 
of the cultivated farm area of the na- 
tion lies a little way northwest of Ev- 
ansvile. Ind.; the center of farm values 
near Jacksonville, Ill., and the center 
of acres of farms, or total acres in 
farms, a short distance southwest of 
lowa City, Io. These facts, ‘ake2n te- 
gether, show that the smaller farms, 
which produce but little surplus grain, 
are to the eastward of these centers, 
while the larger farms, on which is 
xrown the surplus that figures in the 
world’s markets, are to the wcstward. 

The center of the ration’s wheat pre- 
@uction lies directly west of Des 
Moines: the/center of corn production, 
”, miles south of Jacksonville, Ill., and 
ine oats center near Muscatine, Io. 

Six states in this prairie group pro- 
duce more than half of the nation’s 
grain: Missouri, Illinois, Iowa. Indiana, 
Nebraska and Kansas. This is their 
rank in corn and wheat: 


Great Corn States. 

Corn production—Illinois, first: lowa, 
second; Nebraska, third; Missouri, 
fourth’ Kansas, fifth. 

Wheat production — Kansas, first, 
North Dakota, second; Minnesota, 
third; Nebraska, fourth; South Dakota, 
fifth. 

Each of these states grows a great 
deal more of these grains than can now 
be used within its own boundaries. The 
surplus is decreasing year by year, as 
nilling and other manufacturing incus- 
‘rics are developed in the heart of the 
grain-farming country, and as larger 
and larger quantities of the grain are 
used on the ground where it is grown; 
but for many years to come the snip- 
ments from this “surplus territory” will 
be vast, and there will always be a 
heavy shipment of either the raw grain 
or the manufactured grain products. 
The world must live, you know; and 
here lies the center of the world’s 
greatest food gardens.

O! last year’s wheat crop, too, there 
was hut a small fraction sent abroad— 
about 72,000,000 bushels, or less than 10 
per cent of the whole. Far the greater 
part o: this export was taken by Europe 
—ahout 65,000,000 bushels. These ship- 
ments were valued at about $56,010,000 
ana the exports of wheat flour, 14,- 
000,00 barrels, amounted to $56,000,000 
more. Other grains were of less account 
in the reckoning. The total value of all 
exported grains, meals, flours and man- 
ufactured breadstuffs was but $170,000,000 
for those 11 months. 


That proportion of exports to total 
crops is pretty well sustained, year af- 
ter year, with only gradual gains as 
new markets are opened. In some years, 
when crops are short abroad, these ex- 
ports are swollen; sometimes wheat 
shipments show an excess; in other 
vears, when corn is relatively cheaper, 
this grain has an advantage in the 
showing; but taking one year with an- 
other and striking an average, the total! 
breadstuff exports keep to a steady 
lev! 

Year in and year out, more than 9% 
per cent of the corn crops and more 
than 80 per cent of the wheat crops of 
the United States are consumed in our 
own country by our own people in our 
own industries: 

But not ail of it is used in the districts 
where it is grown. That, of course, 
would be the most economical 
Slowly the Western prairie country is 
coming to understand that it does not 
get the fullest measure of profit in dis- 
posing of its crops merely as raw ma- 
terials—in shipping its grain to far off 
milling points, for instance; for in that 
case the growing states lose the profits 
of miiling, and, besides, they are then

which ought to be kept to themselves. 
All of these states are beginning to 
appreciate the meaning of the economic 
rule which decrees that the producer of 
raw materials, whether grain, livestock, 
hides and leather, wool, cotton, lumber, 
or what not, ought to carry these prod- 
ucts to the farthest possible point of 
marufactured perfection, or ‘‘finished”’ 
form, before letting them pass to other 
hands. 

The phenomenal growth of the shoe 
manfacturing tndustry in St. Loute is 
a case in point. Once the hides and 
leather of the West went to the Eastern 
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and the West then 
its boots and shoes from the 
makers of the East. Today that is all 
changed, and St. Louis is easily first 
in this industry. Cotton mills are de- 
veloping in the South, close to the cot- 
ton fields: packing houses have within 
a few years past grown to their great- 
est power in the heart of the livestock 
country. Curiously, grain is almost the 
last of the great Western staples to 
yield to the wisdom of this rule.

Laws of Economics. 


The enormous surplus crops of grain. 
grown in the North and West of St. 
Louis, will for a leng time continue to 
move in raw-matertal form to the Hast 
and South. Many years must pass be- 
fore this drift is checked. For the West 
is new, and these great laws of econo- 
mics cannot be put into practice al) at 
once. 

There have been in recent years, how- 
ever, many signs of a coming change. 
If milling has not yet gained its right- 
ful place in the West, it is making 
headway. For example: Kansas ranks 
first of the Western States in wheat 
production; but in wheat shipments 
North Dakota is first. and Kansas 8¢- 
eond. This means simply that much of 
the wheat grown in Kanaas is ground 
in Kansas mills. Kansas has found this 
more profitable than exporting the 
grain; the Kansas growers and millers 
are therefore perfectly willing that 
North Dakota should stand first on the 
wheat-exporting list. 

By the same token, Iowa, which holds 
second place in the list of corn-produc- 
ing States, is third in corn shipments. 
This, too, means that a large part of 
the State’s corn crop is being used with- 
in the State, in milling and in the fat- 
tening of cattle and hogs. This means 
an increase in wealth for the State 
For the same reason Missouri, fourth 
in corn production, ranks well down 
the list of corn-shipping states 


The establishment of the great pack- 
in houses in the Missouri ie 
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chiefly responsib!e for this condition: 
for livestock may now be fattened pro- 
fitably on the farms where the corn is 
grown, since the fattened animals can 
be marketed near by. This change has 
spelled success for the corn-farmers 
of the prairies, for it has given to carn 
a stable value in the flelds. Only a few 
years ago the fariners of Nebraska were 
burning their corn as stove-fuel be- 
cause it had no market value at any 
near market point. Today every bushel 
of the State’s enormous yearly ¢rop has 
a fixed and profitable value, since the 
building of the nearer packing houses, 
and since stock-fattening became a kin- 
dred industry of the Nebraska farms. 


Change in Conditions. 


Another important change from old 
conditions is slowly working itself out. 
Primary markets for the great staple 
crops are moving nearer and nearer to 
the heart of che grain-growing country. 
Time was when the West had no mar- 
kets—when the crops found no outlet 
at all save in the East, with Chicago 
as the sole initial point. Now the list 
of primary markets in the West is im- 
posing, the volume of business enor- 
mous—St. Louis, Kansas City, Minneap- 
olis, L. th, Superior, Milwaukee, Peo- 
ria and several ethers in the Middle 
States. Omaha, latest to be formed of 
these markets, has risen in two years’ 
time to third place in the corn list and 
to sixth place in the wheat list. 

This market development is not a 
matter of pride only; it is a part of 
sound Western industrial growth; for, 
inevitably, the establishment of primary 
grain markets leads to milling and to 
all the ether industries using grain as 
raw material. 

In receipts of grain St. Louis now 
ranks third in the list of 11 principal! 
primary markets. Chicago ts first and 
Minneapolis second. In 1906 the total 
receipts at St. Louls aggregated 9,271,- 
709 bushe’s, as compared with 61,839,011 
bushels in the year preceding. Includ- 
ing flour reduced to its equivalent in 
wheat, the receipts in 199 were 91,003.- 
061 bushels. 

Future of St. Louis. 

Concerning the future of St. Louis as 
a grain market, J. C. Lineolh, commis- 
sioner of the Traffic Bureau of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, has this to say in 
his last annual /port: 

“In forecasting the future of a grain 
market we mu@ first take into consid- 
eration that which goes toward mak- 
ing a market.

The 
history told how the Governor's lieuten- 
ant had preceded him from the town of 
Ramileh. an@é that the Governor some 
hours later followed until he came to 
the “mound of Jezar.’"’ The thought 
struck him that Jezar was almost the 
Hebrew word for Gezer. So strong was 
the professor's belief that he went to 
Palestine, and near the border between 
the land of the Philistines and Judah he 
found a place known as “Tell el-Jezar."’ 
He at once divined that the hill must 
cover the remains of the old city Gezer. 
Investigations proved hia theory correct.

Sank Out of Histo-y. 


The Amorites, che earliest historical 
Pace in Palestine, which sank out of his- 
tory, has caused as much investigation 
and discussion, almost, as the disap- 
pearance of the lost Tribes of Israel. 
The cruel practice of sacrificing children 
has lent them an edd'tional interest. 

The Amorites were the immediate suc- 
cessors of the cave dwellers in Canaan. 
The city of Gezer was founded by them 
as early as 5000 B. C. 

Where they came trom, or what has 
become of ther, no antiquarian is able 
to sey. The first authentic record of tha 
strange people ia in 3800 B. —, under the 
rule of the two kings, Sihon and Ox. 
Mven at this time the horrible practice 
ef offering up infants was going on.

The first wor- 
ships were held in forests Dy these peo- 
ple, or in the Asherah, as the forest was 
culled, and the standing stones later 
typified the trees. In the ceremonial 
laver the father washed before he gave 
his child up to sacrifice. In the sacred 
cave the ashes and funeral fagots were 
kept. 

The High Place wag the mecca for 
worship for all the country around. On 
the day that the eldest born was a week 
old, its father took it to the altar at 
Gezer.

Methods of Sacrifice. 

Investigations show that there 
three general ways by which ehild 
could be offered up. The first by 
burning, and putting the ashes in the 
sacred cave: another way was by shut- 
ting the child in a stone jar and seal- 
ing it. Other jars containing food for 
the child in the other world were placed 
near it. The third manner in which a 
child was offered up was for the father 
to cut it in two with his own hands. 

Dissenters with the Bible have held 
for nvany years that children were 
never sacrificed, and that the Lord's 
injunction against such a practice was 
wholly unnecessary, and that there nev- 
er were any such people as the Amor-

How He Killed the King. 

The Bible tells how Joshua killed the 
King of Gezer, King Horam, in Joshua 
10, ll, 12. The town at the time 
according to accounts, Was not 
stroyed. Later Pharaoh raged it, to the 
ground and presented the site to his 
daughter, one of the queens of Sols- 
mon. It was at this town that David 
in his pursuit of the Philistines stopped. 
But agnostics, sincé the exact location 
of Gezer could not be determined, were 
prone to doubt that there ever had been 
such a city, as well as the custom of 
child sacrificing. 

All parents at the time of the rise and 
prosperity of Cezer were acctstomed to 
purify their children by passing them 
through the fire of Molech. The fath- 
er stood on one side of the fire on the 
altar and the mother on the other. The 
father took the child, and passed ‘it 
throveh the flames and smoke to the

“And Ahaz made his son 
through the fire, according to 
ominations of the heathen.” 
Only one mention is made of Molec! 
in the name of Topeth, and that is in 
[fl Kings, 10, in the passage 
already quoted. His very name was 
the symbol for wasting innocent lives. 
In later historical times Abraham was 
put to the supreme test by being com- 
manded to offer his son, [Saac, up on 
the funeral pile. Abraham led his son 
to the top of the mountain, built the 
altar, and even had his hand uplifted 
for its downward stroke with the knife, 
when he heard a voice telling him to 
stay his hand. A ram for the sacrifice 
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was found caught by his horns in the 


brush,

At the brary for the blind in New 
York it is very toucning to see men and 
contentedly reading with their 
hands and oceasionaily smiling almost 
happily at some ainusing incident which 
their fingers conveyed to their brain. 
The library ts in charge of Miss Lucille 
KK. Goldthwaite, who has always 
interested in blind people. As soon as a 
blind person makes his appearance he is 
conducted to a chair, or finds his way 
to one by himself, and the Hbrarian asks 
him what particular book he requires, 
and a moment later it is placed before 
him. If it is a book that he had al- 
ready started he will find his place as 
quickly as though he had his sight by 
placing a finger on the number of the 
page. Then he will make himself com- 
fortable and enjoy with the utmost con- 
tent an hour's reading. 

“We get more men here than women,” 
Miss Goldthwaite said, “and I think the 
reason is that women are rather timid 
of trusting themselves in the 
streets, though, as a rule, everyone 
is very kind and considerate with the 
blind. You see q man has more 
nerve; he will board a car and get the 
conductor to put him down at the near- 
est point to the library, and if he has 
to take another car he will manage it 
somehow. But women are different.

mT HE Eastern Question” exists at 
the very door of St. Louis. 

; In the great manufacturing 
centers, whose dense smoke rises like a 
veil across the river on the Illinols side, 
there are ‘1000 Bulgarians and 1000 

Greeks. 

The bitter animosity between these 
two nationalities displayed time and 
‘again by wholesale slaughters and pil- 
laging in Macedonia, has crept to the 
surface here in the form of attempted 
assassination, recriminations and riot- 
ing. 

It is the old, old problem that has 
been the shame of Europe for centuries. 
attended by all the bitterness and dark 
deeds characterizing the situation in the 
bloodstained Balkans. 

Dr. N. Salopoulos, Greek Consul at 
Chicago, recently gave out an inter- 
view to the effect that there are three 
great hotbeds of the Bulgarian-Mace- 
donian propaganda in the United States, 
one located at Granite City, another at 
Cincinnati and a third at New York. 
These secret organizations, the Chicago 
Consul says, are akin to the “Black 
Hand" societies, their purpose being the 
oppression of the Greeks in this 
country. 

It is reported that there are 7000 Bul- 
garians in Granite City, Madison and 
that vicinity. There are 1000 Greeks in 
the same locality. Leaders of the 
Greeks assert that some fifty represent- 
atives of their race have fleu from Gran- 
ite City because of Bulgarian outrages. 


Perplexing as Mafia. 


The feud between the two races has 
come to the front prominently of late 
and confronts the police of ‘he Middle 
West as a problem almost as perplexing 
as the Mafia In New Orleans. And the 
problem promises to grow more and 
more hard to handle as the immigra- 
tion of Greeks, Bulgarians and Rouma- 
nians is growing in numbers annually. 
Thus far the actual crimes reported 
- to the police as direstly attributable 

‘to this feud are: 


The assassination of H. 8. Travshan- 
Jian in New York: the murder of a 
Greek merchant at Cairo, IiL: the at- 
tempted assassination of a Greek mer- 
chant at Maysville, Ky.; the attempted 
~ tnsea evination of C MoM Palmaris, u 
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wealthy Greek employment agency op- 
erator, and Basilius 
Greek editor in East St. Louis; the ex- 
plosion of a stick of dynamite in a 
trunk at the St. Louis Union Station, 


and a riot between Greeks and Bulga- 


rians in “Hungry Hollow," a section of 
Granite City, Aug. 9. 

International politics and religion dif- 
ferences are at ine bottom of this feud. 
The feud itself is one phase of what 
European statesmen have named ‘The 
Eastern Question.”’ This particular 
phase, which is uppermost in the minds 
of cabinets concerned with ‘“‘The East- 
ern Question,’’ is called ‘‘The Macedo- 
nian Queston.’’ It dates back for thrty 
years or more. 


Macedonian Question. 

To the north of Turkey, ird Rus- 
sia and Austria, lie a number of small 
countries known collectively as the Bal- 
kan States. The individual members 
are Servia, Bulgaria, Roumania, Mace- 
donia, Adrianopole and Rumelia. 

Servia and Roumania are independent. 
Bulgaria is an autonomous principality, 
nominally subject to the suzerainty of 
the Sultan, but actually the most inde- 
pendent and vigorous State in the Bal- 
kans, with the possible exception of 
toumania. 

Macedonia does not legally exist by 
that name. It is Turkish territory 
known as the vilayets, or provinces of 
Salonika, Monastir and Kossovo. 

In 1876 the Turks invaded Bulgaria and 
committed wholer.le massacres and 
other atrocities of the kind which have 
made the name of th» Turk hated and de- 
spised all over the civilized world. Other 
powers intervened and Russia went to 
war with the Turk in the year follow- 
ing, 1877. The “treaty of San Stefano” 
was wrested from the Sultan in 1878. 

By the terms of that treaty “Greater 
Bulgaria’’ was to be brought into being 
as an autonomous principality. It was 
to include Bulgaria proper, ‘Eastern 
Rumelia’’ and Macedonia. 

But the Treaty of San Stefano never 
was put into effect and the subsequent 
“Treaty of Berlin’ threw back Mace- 
denia into Turkish hands and gave Bul- 
garia and Eastern Rumelia autonomy 
as separte principalities. Later 1885) 
they united i-.der the name Bulgaria. 
Ever sinee. the Bulgarians have had 


Georgopoulus a 


ritory which was to have been theirs 
under the Treaty of San Stefano. 

On the other hand the Kingdom of 
Greece feels that properly Macedonia 
is an integral part of her territory. It 
lies just to the north of Greece and con- 
tiguous to that kingdom. In ancient 
times it was an Hellenic state and out 
of it eame Alexander the Great,. who 
led Greek warriors to the greatest vic- 
tories there arms ever have known. 

Then it was part of Byzantium Em- 
pire, a revival of which is dear to the 
heart of every patriotic Greek, and is 
referred to by them as “the Grand 
Idea.”’ 

It is this antagonistic attitude of 
Greece and Bulgaria over Macedonia 
that forms the immediate cause of 
hatred between the two first-named na- 
tions. 

In the second place is race antipathy. 
The Bulgarian are Slavs and the Greeks 
are Hellenese. ' 

In the third place are neligious feuds. 
Formerly Bulgaria was faithful to the 
Greek Church and her ecclesiastics ac- 
knowledged the supremacy of the Greek 
Patriarch. Then Bulgaria organized a 
national church of her own, with the 
Bulgarian Exarch at its head. The 
Greek Patriarch fulminated against this 
“heresy” and excommunicated the Bul- 
garians. 


Shadow of the Turk. 


And ever the fair land of Macedonia, 
toward which Greek and Bulgarian alike 
turn longing eyes, is cast the sinister 
shadow of the decadent, cruel, sensual 
Turk—the shadow of the brutal Bashi- 
Buzuk, rifle in one hand, blazing torch 
in the other. 

In Macedonia is a mingling of all the 
Balkan races. There are Greek and Bul- 
garian churches. There are Christians 
and Mohammedans. There are many 
languages spoken. There is an intense 
longing for liberty, a fierce hatred of the 
awful Turk. Both Greeks and Bul- 
garians have endeavored to take ad- 
Vantage of this desire for liberty. 


There is an interior Macedonian Ko- 
mittadji and an exterior organization of 
the same kind, with headquarters at 
Sofia, the Bulgarian capital. Boris Sar- 
afoff, a young Macedonian, daring, a 
fine organizer, but unscrupulous, is one 
of the leading spirits of the Bulgarian- 


Macedonian revolution. It was he who 
planned and directed the kidnaping of 
Miss Ellen Stone, it is believed, and her 
ransom went to buy arms for the bands 
of the Komitterdji. 

The Bulgarians have been the most 
aggressive in Macedonia. It was they 
who planned and executed the ‘Salonika 
outrages” of 1908, in which dozens of 
dynamite bombs were thrown, wreck- 
ing Turkish, Greek and German build- 
ings and a French ship. The Turks 
took severe reprisals and a carnival of 
massacre and anarchy followed. The 
purpose of the Bulgarians was to arouse 
the powers of Europe, in the hope that 
Macedonian independence would be ob- 
tained thereby. The result, however, 
was only the promise of inadequate re- 
forms made by the Sultan. 


Greeks Are Jealous. 


The Greeks, on the other hand, jeal- 
ous of Bulgarian aggression 
donia, are accused of having co-operated 
with the Turks to repress the Bulgarian 
bands. 

Really the feeling is stronger between 
the Greeks and Bulgarians than between 
either ‘of those nationalities and the 


. Turks. 


Such is the spirit abroad, in Macedo- 
nia, in Greece and in Bulgaria. With 
the coming to this country of 30,000 or 
more Bulgarians, 100,000 Greeks and 50,000 
Macedonian Greeks it has been trans- 
ferred to this country. One-fifth 
the Bulgarians in the United States 
have congregated in the great steel mills 
across the river from St. Louis. 
also, are 1000 Greeks. 

At Indianapolis and Terre Haute, Ind., 
both nationalities are present in large 
numbers..The first open clashes  be- 
tween the two peoples broke out there 
several years ago. It was charged that 
agents of the American-Bulgarian 
Komittadji were blackmailing Mace.o- 
nian Gseeks in this country. 


A Macedonian Greek complained to a: 


“free’’ Greek in Indianapolis that a de- 
mand for $50 had been made upon him 
by a member of the Komittadji. This 
money was to be sent to Sofia. The 
‘“free’’ Greek reported the matter to the 
police.

Wanaris was taken to the hospital and 
Georgopoulos came to St. Louis, great- 
ly agitated. He believed that the at- 
tempt had been made against him and 
not Larnaris. 

Chief of Police Mark Shepherd of 
Granite City began an investigation at 
once. The! Greeks asserted that the 
shot had been fired by a Bulgarian. 
The Bulgarians were equally positive 
that the would-be assassin was some 
disgruntled Greek. 

To prove the good faith of the Bul- 
garians, Nick Alaback, one of their 
leaders, offered a reward of $100 for the 
arrest and conviction of Lanaris’ as- 
sallant. He also visited Lanaris at the 
hospital and claimed to be very friend- 
ly teward him, The police belived his 
protestations for the wounded man. 

Alaback owns a saloon, dry goods 
store, lunchroom, bank and steamship 
and immigration agency. 


At this time Palmaris came forward 
with the anonymous threatening letter 
and for the first time since the com- 
ing of the Greeks and Bulgarians to 
Granite City the public learned that 
“the Eastern Question” existed there. 

For a time after the attempt to as- 
sassinate Lanaris things remained quiet 
outwardly, though the Greeks declare 
secret meetings of the Bulgarian Kom- 
ittadji were held and that blackmail- 
ing continued, Macedonian Greeks being 
assessed from 50 cents to $2 a month, 
according to their means, on pain of 
the murder of their reiatives back in 
Macedonia. 


Explosion of Dynamite. 


Then came the explosion of dynamite 
in a trunk at the Union Station in St. 
Louis. The police learned from docu- 
ments found in the trunk that one 
ivan Demmitri probably was the own- 
er. Ultime*e!-- the trunk was called 
for by Naum Kristo, a Bulgarian ba- 
ker, of St. Louis. Kristo was ar- 
rested. 

He claimed to have been employed 
by a man on the street, whom he did 
not know, to get the trunk. 

Hiis arrest caused great excitement in 
Granite City and Madison. The Greeks 
professed to believe that the dynamite 
was being prought to exterminate them, 
The Bulgarians professed, on the other 
hand, to believe that the Greeks had 
hatched some conspiracy against them, 
of which the arrest of Kristo was the 
beginning. Meetings were held by both 
nationalities.

or Just $1,363.30?

OW much is your child worth? 
| | Has it cost you $25,000 or $1,363.30? would come out in debt at the end of 


John Graham Brooks, a Boston 
clergyman, and forinerly a Harvard 
professor, says that the average Amer- 
ican child, when it has reached ma- 
turity, has cost its parents $25,000. Fur- 
thermore, at the New York Chautau- 
qua, where he made thir statement 
Aug. 6, he said that that was the rea- 
gon for race suicide in America, and 
that the average father could not af- 
ford to bring up'a $25,000 child. 


After days of pains-taking statistics 
gathering, visits among the very rich 
and among the extremely poor, close 
questioning of fathers at the head of 
what were considered average St. Lecuis 
families, it has been determined that 
the average child in St. Louis, when it 
has reached its sixteenth birthday, has 
cost ite parents exactly $1,363.30. 

Everything that enters into a child's 
life, doctor bills, amusements, food, den- 
istry, education, amusements, the little 
odds and ends that amount to a few 
cents a week, have been taken into con- 
sideration, and carefully computed be- 
fore the sum total was arrived at. 

Visits were made to West End St. 
Louls homes, and to homes—they should 
better be called ‘‘shelters’’~ among the 
Ghetto folk, and careful compilations 
were made with fathers whv earn an 
average St. Louis income. Dectors 
were consulted in order to determine 
the umount expended yearly by an av- 
erage family on medicine; dentists were 
seen, salesrnen in the clothing depart- 


ments of department stores, as well as. 


persons in different minor branches of 
business which lend their part toward 
the care of children. 

It was hard to determine just what 
constituted an average St. Louis fam- 
jy. To find out what the average wage 
was that is paid Louis fathers many 
paying clerks in establishments, which 
have hundreds and thousands of em- 
pluyes, were consulted. It was decided 
that the average man of St. Louls sup- 
ports his family on $2% a week. 

Five persons were allowed for each 
family. In fact, the Government census 
for 1900‘ shows that there are 16,239,797 
families in the United States, with an 
average of 4.7 persons in each. 

The average St. Louis family rides on 
the street cars, goes to church once a 
month, spends an afternoon in the park 
twice a month, goes to the theater oc- 
casionally, and enjoys life as much as 
any Class of people in the world. The 
uverage St. Lotiis father hasn’t enough 
wealth to make him miserable, nor is 
he in dire need. In fact, his station is 
somewhat enviable. 

Computation was not made after the 
child has reached its sixteenth birthday. 
All children, speaking generally, are 
reared pretty much the same until! that 
age. Here their respective wants make 
them unnecessarily extravagant or mis- 
erly. Very few children have automo- 
biles or ponies until 15, or receive any 
but the common school advantages. 
After that the parent may send them to 
a boarding school or load them down 
with costly gifts 

And at that age, too, school training 
may stop, partly be suspended, or the 
child may be put under private tutors. 
Many children are put to work at that 
age. The new labor law which goes Into 


effect this December requires that a/{ 


child be kept out of the workshops un- 
th it ie M4. 

The average St. Louis father at §20 a 
week would, in 15 years, have earned 
$16,000, considering that he took no va- 
cations or lost any days. This means 
that for a child he gives up 11.4 of his 
income each year. In other words, there 
are five in the family, including him- 
self, and should he spend that much on 
each ene, it would be &7 per cent of his 
total income. The remainder goes to 
house rent, bedclothes, house furnishings 
and 80 on. 








the year.”’ 

Not at all. Six children do not cost 
for rearing at the same ratio that one 
costs. A bed, sometimes a nurse, cradles, 
children’s dresses have to be furnished 
for one, when they could do for others at 
the same time, and later, without addi- 
tional expense. That is, a baby carriage 
could trundle three or four babies in 
different seasons without expense save 
to the first occupant. There is a great 
saving in the question of ciothing. 
Clothing can be cut down and made 
over in many ways by an average 
mother, thus saving the father an extra 
expense. 

John Graham Brooks divides the mon- 
ey expense of bringing up children into 
subdivisions. They.are: Food, medi- 
cine, clothes, amusements He main- 
tains that for the average child, when it 
has reached maturity—2l years being 








Cousidered maturity its father las 
Spent $25,000. The Boston divine further 
Says that among the rich scarcely a boy 
reaches maturity, or the age at which he 
is self-supporting, until hé is 2% years 
old. 

Dr. Brooks says that parents take 
this into consideration, and consequent- 
ly the great majority of Americans can 
not afford the luxury of children. Here, 
he maintains, is President Roosevelt's 
declaration of race suicide explained. 

The table as prepared shows the 
money expense of the rearing of an 
average St. Louis child to be as fol- 
lows: 
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All the necessary and ~ unusual ex- 
penses are taken into consideration in 
the table. Street. car fare, visits to the

age child. 


In considering the cost of a babe until 
it is 3 years old, it was figured that at 
18 months milk had to be bought for it. 
The average amount paid for milk is 6 
cents a quart. A child will drink a 
quart a day. This, for one year and a 
half, amounts to $32.80. Crackers, ce- 
reals, little extras from the table, oc- 
casional eggs and the like is reckoned 
by an additional $10. 


A baby is open to many ills and has 
to have the doctor called, on the aver- 
age, at least twice a year. In three 
years this would be $18, with an allow- 
ance of $2 more for drugs purchased by 
the father at the corner drug store. It 
should be borne in mind that these 
figures are only averages, and, while 
many parents will spend much more 
than the sum named, there are other 
babies who go through the first three- 
year period with scarcely a need for 
medicine of any kind.

The reason is because every year 
new possibilities are opened up to wom- 
en who wish to beautify their faces, 
to remove the signs of age or to im- 
prove on nature. 

Surgeons and medical men all over the 
world have found out that it pays to 
study the cosmetic art in their work. 
The latest example of this art which 
comes to us from the great French surt- 
geons is called “face tucking.” By this 
process the wrinkled and shriveled skin 
of & woman of 70 can be made to look 
as firm as that of a girl of 2. Minute 
tucks are takeh in the skin all over 
the face, and the sagging of the tis- 
sues for a time at least is corrected 
As very few surgeons wish to under- 
take this task, there is still a prohib- 
itive price set upon it, and to have your 
face tucked would cost you something 
like $5000, 

The little pie-shaped operation, which 
is performed over the temples, up in 
the hair, and which has for its object 
the drawing up and tightening of the 
facial muscles, is not the exclusive 
achievement of the dermatologist. Some 
of the finest surgeons in the land. if 
properly induced, will and have per- 
formed this very simple operation suc- 
cessfully. And the beneficial results 
are sure. 

This operation takes about fifteen min- 
utes, during which the would-be beau- 
tiful lady sits in the surgeon's chair 
and converses amiably with the doctor. 
A strong local anesthetic is applied to 
the parts which are to be ‘worked on. 
Then 4 three-cornered piece is cut out 
of the scalp and the wound quickly and 
skilifully sewed together. You can see 
just what the effect would be if you 
put your fingers above your temples in 
the hair and push up the skin until you 
have pushed up about an inch on either 
side. The face at once assumes a more 
youthful expression.

At this computation a child 16 years 
old would represent an expenditure of 
$3000. 

The average amount spent on a child 
at an orphans’ home is $8 a year. This 
includes a child under 16. In 15 years 
this would amount to $1276. A. child is 
brought up at a foundlings’ home as 
well as in an ordjnary family. It has 
the best of nurses, diet, outings, pre 
sentable clothes, playthings, presents, 
nearly the same as an average child has. 

“If you will not count in 260 of the 
excessively wealthy families of St. 
Louis,"’ said Dr. P. C. Scholz, Leonard 
and Franklin avenues, “I venture to say 
that the rest of the children of this city 
do not cost their fathers $1 a year. This 
‘is due to the fact that they become self- 
supporting at an early age. They go 
cut and taber, and bring home their 
pennies and give more to the family ex- 
rense than do their fathers.”

tacle of a cataract pouring a tumult- 
ous flood of waters over a precipice 
higher in places than the tallest build- 
ings and extending from Seventh street 
almost to Sarah street. 

You can’t do it. Your imagination is 
not equal te se grand a picture. If 
you could stand before it, your eyes 
would fail you. Neither can your mental 
wision comprehend it. Yet nature has 
given us such a@ canvas. 

Grander than Niagara, that startling 
marvel we love to call “the greatest 
falls in the world!"’ It is true, say the 
geographers. But we have heard of 
such a-falls before! Yes, the World's 
Fair first brought us the news. We 
hud almost forgotten about it. But now 
the great dark continent of Africa is 
advancing its claim to the “grandest 
falls in the world,” and the claim must 
be tested. If we cannot show that 
Niawara is the greatest falls, if we must 
acknowledge that it is not, we can at 
least prove that an American continent 
Gurpasses anything In falls in the East- 
ern hemisphere. So we bring forward 
the carth’s premier waterfall—the Falls 
of Iguazu—and inspire a “home’’ in- 
Jterest in this wonder of nature by pic- 
: turesque comparisons. 

The height ef the Iguazu was origi- 
pally believed to range from 19% to 210 
feet. But now it has been found that 
the Iguazu ts over 300 feet high—almost 
300 feet higher than our highest stee! 
buildings. If we would go that high 
with our skyscrapers, we should have 
te add half again as many stories. This 
height of the South American falls is 
perhaps scarcely topped by the Zambesi 
Fali« of Africa. We have now settled 
do height of our imaginary falls (if the 
huspuage were to pour over our sky- 
ecrapers into Olive street), so let's have 
the volume of water and the length of 
the fall.

What a rush and a roar all that water 
would make finding its way from the 
Olive t skyscraper sky Line to the 
Mississippi! iow long would it take 
such a volume of water, pouring into 
the street with all its terrific force, to 
tear a channel through the business 
heart of the city and wash our proud 
mountains of steel and masonry down 

the river? ; 

The Niagara—the falls we see on our 
Hittle vacations. thé falls we are fighting 


to preserve from the power fiends of 
the manufacturing and railroad world, 
the falls our Buropean cousins rush to 
view When they visit ow country—in 
width measure 5249 feet. Less than a 
mile! The Victoria fronts only 5580, only 
300 feet more than a mile. But the width 
of the Iguazu is given as 13,123 feet— 
almost two and a half miles! Or at 
least two and a half times as wide as 
Niagara. 

The east and west blocks ef St. Louis 
average 275 feet. That would mean al- 
most 50 blocks front for our skyscraper 
falls, but the street widths must be de- 
ducted, and When this is done the line 
shortens from beyond Sarah street te 
this side of Grand avenue. But stop an 
instant and think of what such a 
width as that means.~ If you could 
view such a falls you Would See only a 
thin ribbon in the distance, Widening ag 
it neared your closest point of vision. 
The only Way you could fofm a true 
mental picture of the falls Would be to 
travel up and down before it and get a 


moving impression, which you could 
afterwards unreel just as moving pic 
tures are thrown on vast stretches of 
canvas in our scores of kinetoscope 


theaters. 

The Iguazu Falls, eclipsing Victoria 
and Niagara in size, volume and gran- 
deur, is concealed in an almost im- 
penetrabie forest 1000 miles by boat from 
the nearest large city. It’s a long trip 
to this most wonderful cataract in the 
world. Men who have seen this won- 
der say that Iguaza, like the heavens, 
is one of the things that command si- 
lence, that cannot be adequately de- 
scribed, which can only be measured. 
That's why we fancy the Iguazu roar- 
ing over our long line of skyscrapers 
set in an imposing array up and down 
Olive street. 

‘ahe Iguazu River divides Brazil frem 
Argentina. The finding of the falls in 
this river was declared to be the great- 
est discovery of the twentieth: century. 
Our skyscrapers are now really a 
twentieth century development. One is 
® Wonder of nature, the other a wonder 
brought forth by man. And not only 
does this great falls of South America 
eclipse ail otuer falls, but it surpasses 
in the grandeuf of size miles of our 
@reatest buildings, which could be set 
in a cove cut in the rock over which 
the waters of Iguazu precipitate them- 
selves. 

Sixty feet higher than Niagara. near- 
ly three times greater in width, and the 
volume of water 6 per cent larger: 
twice the width of the celebrated Zam- 
besi, more than half as much water 
again in volume of flow—the [guazu. 
Niagara and Zambesi are hardly in the 
Same class. You might put the Chem- 


ical Building on top of the Wright 
suilding and make only a little hole in 
the Victoria Falls, but you.could set 
many of our big buildings in a com- 
pact row under the shelter of Iguazu’s 
Plunging flow of water. 


The claim is now made that both Ni- 
agara and Victoria are far excelled in 
&randeur, beauty and sublimity by the 
Falls of Iguazu. Few men have seen 
this new falls, but the waters are said 
to be incredi’ ly swift. The more au- 
thentic information received, the more 
uimazed becomes the geographical world. 
The most Imposing pictures we can 
draw of Iguazu, even the best photo- 
&raphs, fai) to convey this surpassing 
work of nature. 


There are higher waterfalls, but they 
are trickling rivulets springing from 
the heights of Swiss mountains, and 
their waters end in spray before thev 
Can reach the ground and are carried 
“away by the winds. They are but ca- 
Prices of nature, while Iguazu is a force. 

Capitalists are backing up the engi- 
neering talent of the country in an ef- 
fort to ascertain the best means of har- 
essing Niagara Falls. If the presence 
of Niagara means so mueh to the fu- 
ture industry of America, what should 
this marvelous giant South America 
do for industry in that country when 
once man becomes as busy there as 
here? Such a falls as we have pictured 
tumbling over our line of skyscrapers 
would generate enough energy to put 
out the fires under all our Southwestern 
boilers, put an end to the smoke nui- 
Sance and run all the machinery of the 
factories. It will not be long, it is 
Stated, until railroads find their way 
to the new falls, which investigation 
Shows is greater than at first reported, 
aniowhen the great cataract is put on 
the railroad map wonderful develop- 
ment is expected to follow. Such a falls 
Over the skyscraper line of St. Louis 
Could not advertise this city more than 
the Iguazu will advertise Brazil and 
Argentina, 


An idea of the noise this falls drop- 
Ping from our building sky line into 
Olive street would make, is gained from 
the statement that the tumult of the 
Iguazu could be heard three leagues 
away. The waters are so swift that 
they are literally hurled from their 
great height with the roar of thunder. 

The Iguazu is so far inland that it 
was only a short time ago that the 
citizens of Buenos Ayres heard of it, 
and it is stated that an aceident ied 
men to the scene. They were so aston- 


ished that they reported the facts at 
once, and then the news of the discov- 
ery worked its way to St. Louls. 

Only one man at the World’s Fair had 
ever seen the falls. He was Horacio 
Anasgastic, Commissioner of Mines and 
Liberal Arts, from the Republic of Ar- 
gentina. 


“It is a waterfall the like of which the 
world has never seen before,” he said. 
“It is destined to become the greatest 
natural wonder of the earth. The actual 
facts are of such a sensationa! character 
that I hesitate to assert them.” 

The Iguazu is expected to become the 
greatest gathering place in the world 
for tourists. One reason why the dis- 
covery was not sooner made, it is said, 
is because an impenetrable forest in- 
closes the falls. A visitor emerging 
from this forest wall is described as be- 
ing “plunged into a rival of heaven's 
artillery; the ground trembles as on 
the side of a volcano: enormous masses 
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of spray ascend for thousands of feet. 
You see what looks like a dozen Niag- 
auras, what seems to be an ocean plung- 
ing down before your eyes.” 

Like Niagara. *~uagzu has an island 
in the middle, which divides the water 
and makes two falls, the Brazilian and 
the Argentine. The Iguazu rises with- 
in thirty miles of the Atlantic coast 
and flows due west through a hilly 
ccuntry. Twelve miles above its june- 
tion with the Parana River it turns at 
right angles. On this bend is the falls. 

“Racing around the inner or Brazilian 
bank,”’ said Senor Anasgasti, “‘the main 
‘clume of water discharges itself into a 
long, narrow gorge, at whose farthest 
center the waters make 4 Clear lear 
of hundreds of feet.” 

In the rainy season the Iguazu multi- 
rites in gtandeur, the river above rising 
from six to ten feet over a width of 
5000 feet.
